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KILLING THE WRONG MAN 


HOW MR. GUTERMUTH’S DEATH 
WAS BROUGHT ABOUT. 

THE ARREST OF ROBERT C. CLAPP, MRS. 
HAWES, AND JOHN K. IMLEY—WAS DR. 
MORTIMER R. CLAPP THE INTENDED VIC- 
TIM ?7—FACTS WHICH POINT TO A POSsI- 
BLE MOTIVE FOR THE CRIME, 

Two men and a woman were under arrest 
at Police Head-quarters yesterday under sus- 
picion of being concerned in the events which 
led to the death of Mr. Louis W. Gutermuth. 
In the Police blotter the entries relating: to 
them read thus: 


Mrs. D. Shafton Hawks, née Webb, of many ali- 


pses, aged 35, housekeeper, married, suspicious 
erson. 


Robert C. Clapp, aged 30, hotel-keeper, married, 
Buspicious person. 


Jdobn K. Imley, aged 87, private detective, sus- 
picious person. 


The history of the arrests dates from the 
afternoon of Monday. Inspector Byrnes first 
learned of the crime from the newspapers. He 
sent detectives to aid Coroner Merkle, and put 
under surveillance every person and locality 
named in the accounts of theerime. The in- 
formation thus secured was remarkable and 
somewhat unexpected in its character. It 
seemed to point irresistibly to the fact that 
Gutermuth bad been mistaken for some one 
else, and that the beating he had received was 
intended for another. Then the history and 
the relations existing between the different 
members of the Clapp family found their way 
into the current of suspicion, and the Police 


hegan to entertain the idea that Dr. Mortimer | 


R. Clapp was really the person upon whom 
the assault was intended. And some of the 


facts elicited were certainly not inconsistent | 
with this. In and about the Rossmore Hotel | 
much information was obtained, and the case 
was warmly discussed.

were notorious. They had been bitter enemies 
since June, 1880, when their father, Hawley D. 
Clapp, died, and his will made them Execu- 
tors of the estate. They went to law, and the 
Rossmore Hotel was placed in the hands of a 
Receiver. Then Robert C. Clapp was accused 


of having drawn about $15,000 more from the | 


estate than he was entitled to. In August, 
1881, Mrs. Huldah H, Clapp, incited, it is 
averred, by Mortimer R. Clapp, had her son, 
Robert C. Clapp, arrested, and charged kim 
with being a confirmed drunkard. The case 
came before Justice Morgan, at the Jeffer- 
son Police Court, and the complainant 
bad prepared a commitment for an inebriate 
asylum in Kings County. Cora Clapp, the 
defendant’s sister, was a witness against him. 
Officer McSally made the arrest, and he says 
that murderous threats were made by the de- 
fendant against his brother Mortimer. 
did not look like a drunkard in court, and he 
was released. Three weeks afterward Robert 
had Mortimer arrested on a charge of grand Jar- 
ceny, and accused him of making away with a 
trunk and valuables, the property of tha estate. 
Mortimer was paroled, and the case was dis- 
missedon the 7th of October. The intense 
hatred between the brothers was 
while the case was pending. Prior to this, ac- 
cording to Inspector Byrnes’s information, 
Robert attempted to stab Mortimer with a 
knife, Robert had become intimate with John 
K. Imley, a private detective of obscure an- 
tecedents. The source of much of the in- 


formation concerning the _ relations of 
the brothers was a hotel clerk who was 


friendly to both and had confidential relations | 


with them. It was also ascertained that Mor- 
timer R. Clapp and Mr. Gutermuth were 
warm friends. Their friendship was so close 
that as they resembled each other so nearly in 
features and physique, they dressed alike, and 
on the night of the assault Mr. Gutermuth 
wore a gray coat similar in every respect to 
one which Mortimer R. Clapp wore. At the 


distance of a few feet at night, even on a well | 


lighted street, one man could easily have been 
mistaken for the other. It was also reported 
to Inspector Byrnes that a few days after Gut- 
armuth was assaulted Mortimer toldaman who 
will testify at the inquest to-day, that if the 
Police wanted to find Gutermuth’s assailant 
they would do well to inquire into his 
brother’s movements on the morning of the 
24th of May. Detectives also picked up gussip 
to the effect that shortly after Gutermuth was 
assaulted it owas broadly hinted that 
Robert and Imley went to ‘lay out’ 
Mortimer, and injured Gutermuth by 
mistake. Mrs. Hawks’s antecedents were 
inquired into. They were not creditable. 
Bhe seems to have fascinated Emily Clapp, 
Mrs. Huldah H. Clapp’s daughter, who had 
taken up her residence with Mrs. Hawks. In- 
spector Byrnes moved quickly in the matter, 
and late on Monday afternoon had the confi- 
jental clerk of the Rossmore Hotel in his pri- 
vate office at Police Head-quarters. He was 
not atall reticent and supported the theory 
that the Inspector was disposed to adopt. 
Dating from the night of the assault 
on Mr. Gutermuth the relations between 
Robert and Imley changed. They were 
not together as before, but exchanged 
signincant glances when they met. Sunday 
night Imley was posted under Robert’s win. 
dow. Robert by and by raised it and whistled- 
Imley went up to Robert’s room and remained 
there three hours, Possessed of much circum- 
stantial evidence, Inspector Byrnes sent for 
Coroner Merkle, told him what he had learned, 
and the confidential clerk repeated his story. 
Dr. Merkle immediateiy directed Inspector 
Byrnes to arrest Robert, Mrs. Hawks, and Im- 
ley, assuming all responsibility for the action. 
It was suggested that Mrs. Hawks was 
tick or shamming. Dr, Merkle had seen 
ner when he took her testimony, and he 
shen believed that she simulated sickness. He 
also remarked the peculiarly close relations 
existing between this woman and Mortimer 
and Emily Clapp. He did not rescind his 
order, aud Detective Sergeant Gerrow ar- 
rested Robert at 10:07 o'clock, and took him 
to Police Head-quarters. He was thrust into a 
cellin the down-stairs prison, and Inspector 
Byrnes, on Jooking at him, was startled by his 
appearance, which tallied exactly with that 
of the man who, according to ‘‘ Mrs. Hawks,” 
crossed Fifty-seventh-street and struck Guter- 
muth after the first man struck him. Detec- 
tive Sergeant Frink took Mrs. Hawks to the 
Central Office in a carriage. Acting under in- 
structions, he did not prevent Miss Emily 
Clapp and Mortimer from accompanying 
them. In Inspector Byrnes’s private room the 
party was ‘‘split up” by detectives sitting be- 
tween them, and there was no possibility of 
sither Mrs. Hawks, Emily, or Mortimer know- 
ing of Robert’s arrest. 

rs. Hawks believed that she had been taken 
to Police Head-quarters to repeat her version 
of the occurrence on the morning of the 24th 
of May. Inspector Byrnes first turned his 
attention to her. Police Surgeon Dorn came, 
and finding nothing in her appearance to war- 
rant the belief that she was sick, suggested an 
pxamination. She felt better, refused medi- 
cine, became quite well, and was forced into 
an admission that she had been shamming. 
** T cured her,’’ said Inspector Byrnes yester- 
day. ‘‘She didn’t have a spell after that.” 
Mortimer was then taken in hand. Inspector 
Byrnes hed him alone in his most private 
office, a narrow ehamber between his large 
private office and the back room of the detec- 
tive office. Placing Mortimer so that he could 
look him squarely in the face, he said: 

“Dr, Clapp, do you fully comprehend your

Miss Clapp was then placed _ téte-&-téte with 
the Inspector. She was at first inclined to 
laugh and make trivial remarks, and when re- 
minded that the occasion was a serious one 
said that her questioner was ‘‘cross.’? As 
gently as possible facts were presented which 
showed that the extent of her waywardness 
was known, and she fell on the Inspector’s 
shoulder and asked for advice and help. She 
told asad story of herself, and admitted her 
belief in the theory that the harm meant for 
Mortimer befel Gutermuth, She, like Morti- 
mer, denied that she influenced Mrs, Hawks. 
The ‘latter alhered to the story she had told 
Coroner Merkle, and was unshaken by persist- 
ent questioning. She was told that she must 
remain at Police Head-quarters for the night. 
After she had seen her counsel, Mr. Townsend, 
Inspector Byrnes gave her and Miss Clapp his 
bedroom and took the quarters assigned to 
Inspectors Dilks and Thorne. 

At 10 o’clock yestesday morning Coroner 
Merkle called at Police Head-quarters, ap- 
proved of all that had been done, and in- 
structed Inspector Byrnes to take Robert and 
Mrs. Hawks before him at 1 o’clock this after- 
noon, At 11 o’clock Detective Sergeants 
Field and McGrann brought I[mley to the de- 
tective office. His resemblance to (Guter- 
muth’s first assailant, as described by Mrs. 
Hawks, was even more striking than that of 
Robert to the second assailant. He is a little 
above middle height, slim, but athletic: pale, 
and swarthy, with a thin hooked nose, keen 
eyes, and a thin, drooping black mustache. 
He was nervous, but reticent. When he was 
brought in President French was in the detec- 
tive office, and was present when Mrs. Hawks 
was confronted with him.

he ought not tointerfere immediately, partic- | 
ularly as the Coroner was not present. A mat- | 
ter had arisen which it was necessary for the | 


Coroner to investigate, andhe did not think it 
would be proper for him to interfere with the 
course of that investigation. 

Mr. Townsend repeated his assertion that 
the proceedings to which Mrs. Hawks had 
been subjected were harsh and improper, and 
not a due administration ot justice. 
asked that she should be admitted to bail, or 
that she should be allowed to remain at her 
house, even if adetective were left there in 
charge of her. 

Judge Donohue said he would not act in the 
matter immediately, but would adjourn it 
until 2 o’clock this afternoon, when, if the 
Coroner had not taken proper action, he would 
hear a motion to discharge Mrs. Hawks from 
arrest. She was then taken back to Police 
Head-quarters. In the course of the afternoon, 
Miss Emily Clapp wenthome with her brother 
Mortimer, leaving Mrs. Hawks as the sole ten- 
ant of Inspector Byrnes’s room, 

The Police as well as Coroner Merkle were 
looking all day yesterday and up to a late 
hour in the night for the man who went under 
the name of Russell, and was Miss Clapp’s 
escort on the morning of the 24th of May. His 
statement, it is thought, may help to clear up 
the mystery attending the murder. 

It was admitted last night by the Police au- 
thorities that, despite the curious and ap- 
parently significant facts alluded to above, 
they have net the evidence wherewith to 
charge any person with the commission or the 
instigation of the crime, The arrests made 
were deemed advisable, as proper Police pre- 
cautions and such facts as were elicited by 
careful inquiry seemed to justify the making 
of the arrests. On the evidence so far brought 
out, however, it is regarded as more than 
doubttul whether the authorities will be war- 
ranted in holding any person even to await the 
action of the Grand Jury.

WHAT GUTERMOTH TOLD A FRIEND. 
A story was told yesterday by Mr. Thom- 
as G. Greene, a personal friend and confidant 
of the dead man, connected with the house 
of John W. Frazier, No. 290 Broadway, 
which tends to show that Mrs. Hawks 
must have known who struck Guter- 
muth. Mr. Greene, hearing of the assault, 
went to see Gutermuth on May 27, but theman 
was In such a condition that he could not talk 
then. On May 29 he called upon him again, 
and Gutermuth, when asked about the affair, 
said, ‘‘ Well, I’ll tell you all about it.”” Omit- 
ting to preface his story with what happened 
before, Gutermuth said that a well-dressed 
man, who appeared to be drunk, came up to 
him and struck him in the tace. The blow 
was such a heavy one that he was whirled 
around, and, losing his balance, tell. His head 
struck the walk with considerable force, but 
he did not lose consciousness. He arose and 
handed his overcoat to Mrs. Hawks, with the 
injunction, ‘‘ Go, call a policeman.” 
be man who dealt the blow, who had not 
left the spot, spoke up andsaid: ** Don’t do it, 
*Lou.’ It will give me six months.” 
® The woman did not do as she was bidden by 
Gutermuth, and the latter dragged himself to 
some steps near by and sat down. He said to 
Mr. Greene: ‘*I made up my mind that I had 
got to take a good licking.” 

At this point Gutermuth’s head began to 
pain him, and he could not continue. He 
stopped, saying: ‘It’s a long story. Wait 
until I get well, and I will tell you all about it.” 

Mr. Greene promised to call the succeeding 
Wednesday—three days later—but he was un- 
able to, From what Gutermnth said Mr. 
Greene took it that only one person assailed 
the dead man.

THE PERSONNEL OF THE CASE. 

A SKETCH OF THE MURDERED MAN— 
THE CLAPP FAMILY QUARRELS—MBS. 
HAWKES’S ADVENTUROUS CAREER. 

Little is known of the life of Louis W. 
Gutermuth even by his closest friends. While 
he never sought to conceal anything about his 
history he never introduced the subject. His 
father wasa furniture manufacturer, and was 
able to give him a good education. He spoke 
not only English but German and Spanish 
fluently. Atone time he was a book-keeper, 
but later vecame the agent in Cuba for Emil 
Myer, who was engaged in the general ex- 
port trade. When Mr. Myer retired from 
business, three years ago, Gutermuth 
secured a position with Coombs, Crosby 
& Eddy, who were in the same trade. 
Gutermuth was made their correspondent in 
the city of Mexico, and divided his time be- 
tween Mexico and the United States. Mr. 
Ulysses D, Eddy, of the firm, said yesterday 
that Gutermuth returned on the Ist of Janu- 
ary from Mexico, where he had been for the 
previous four months, and was to have gone 
back soon. While here he was employed in 
the office, and transacted business with Mexi- 
cans who came to New-York. His morals the 
firm considered of the best, and his superior 
business capacity made his services invaluable 
to the firm. He paid the strictest attention to 
his duties. He came to the office at 


9 o'clock in the morning, and did 
not go away until his work was 
entirely finished, which was often as late as 9 
and 10 o’clock at night. In Mexico he attained 
considerable prominence. The commerce of 
the city of Mexico, Mr. Eddy said, was largely 
in the hands of Germans. Gutermuth be- 
longed to the German club of the city, and

From the profits of the hotel Robert was in- 
structed to pay for the education of Mortimer 
at a medical college. For his 
as manager of the hotel Robert 
to receive $1,800 a year, and the remainder of 
the profits was to be divided between himself, 
his mother, and his brothers and sisters in the 
proportion of one-quarter for himself and one- 
eighth for each of the others. Robert en- 


tered upon the management of his trust at | 
once, and very shortly afterward developed a | 


propensity for drinking and other bad habits, 
which, four months after the death of 
his tather, resulted in a_ suit being 
brought by the other heirs of the estate, and 
Mortimer R. Clapp, the joint Executor, ask- 


ing for the appointment of a Receiver and an | 


equitable division of the property. In the pe- 
tition and affidavits it was charged that Rob- 
ert was not managing the property judicious- 
ly, was giving way to habits of debauchery, 
and associating with people who encouraged 
him to continue his bad habits; that he had 
illegally drawn $2,500 for personal expenses, 
had charged his mother, brothers, and sisters 
for board in the hotel, and had neglected 
to supply funds for the continuance of 
his brother’s medical education. This 
suit was withdrawn on _ the _ follow- 
ing July, Robert having corrected 
some of the most glaring of his bad habits, 
ani complied with the terms of the will. 
About a year later, in May, 1881, Mrs. Huldah 
H. Clapp and the other heirs joined in a peti- 
tion for an injunction restraining Robert from 
further managing the hotel, and asking for 
an accounting. It was then charged that Rob- 
ert had relapsed into his dissolute habits, was 
mismanaging the affairs of the estate again, 
and was incompetent to discharge properly the 
trust imposed upon him. This motion for an 
injunction was granted, and on June 9, 1881, a 
notice of the injunction was served upon Rob- 
ert. Onthe 15th of the same month Thomas 
B. Rand, as Receiver, took possession of the 
hotel, and Mr. Robert C. Clapp retired from 
its management, 

The litigations growing out of this family 
quarrel have been numerous, and cases are 
still pending in court looking toward a final 
adjustment of the affairs, The charges and 
counter-charges made have resulted in the es- 
trangement of Robert from the rest of the 
family, and also in a rupture cf Robert’s mar- 
ital relations. Robert left the Rossmore soon 
after he was superseded in the management of 
the hotel, and for over a year he has not been 
on speaking terms with his brother Morti- 
mer. His associations with the other mem- 
bers of bis family have been hardly Jess cor- 
dial, and a suit for divorce from his wife 
was instituted. It was in the furtherance of 
this suit that the private detective, John K. 
Imley, came to the front as a friend of Rob- 
ert. Imley was a frequenter of the Ross- 
more Hotel, andit was generally understood 
there that he was engaged in obtaining evi- 
dence against Mrs. Clapp for use in the pe d- 
ing suit. Robert and Imley were seen together 
but little in the day-time, the two meeting to 
compare notes in the evening. At such times 
they drank freely, and Robert, according to 
common report about the hotel, was con- 
stantly more or Jess under the Influence of 
liquor.

Somers does not remember whether the parties 
were, one or both of them, in his house on the 
evening on which the fatal assault was made. 
Toa Times reporter he stated that he knew 
but little about Mr. Clapp’s private affairs, or 
where he went evenings when out of the house, 
He confirmed in a measure the statement that 
a sort of reconciliation had been effected be- 
tween Clapp and his wife, as she was in the 
habit of paying occasional visits to his room, 
though she did not occupy it with him. 

When sober and in hisright mind, all who 
are acquainted with Robert Clapp unite in 
pronouncing him a thorough gentleman. Un- 
der the influence of liquor, however,jhe was an 
entirely different man, his worst side being 
developed toarepulsive degree. He seemed 
then to continually worry about his monetary 
affairs and domestic troubles, and would make 
the wildest kind of threats of vengeance 
against his mother and his brother Mortimer. 
No one paid much attention to these maudlin 
threats. however, the opinion among those 
who heard them being that he was a sort of 
monomaniaec when intoxicated, and particu- 
larly because they were not renewed, so far as 
can be ascertained, when he was sober. 

Miss Nellie Clapp is the fourth child and 
youngest of the daughters of the late Mr. Haw- 
ley D. Clapp, being about 22 years of age. 
She is a naturally bright and intelligent wom- 
an, and, it is stated, has had much influence 
over the other members of the family. She 
became intimate with Mrs. Hawks last 
Winter, and the two were frequently to- 
gether at the Rossmore Hotel, Miss 
Nellie introducing her triend as a mar- 
ried woman, and her generally lady-like 
bearing when in the presence of the Clapp 
family resulted in her successfully imposing 
upon them as a respectable woman, During 
the Winter and Spring Mrs. Hawks and Miss 
Clapp have been especially intimate, the latter 
frequently visiting the former at her apart- 
ments on Seventh-avenue. About six weeks 
ago Miss Clapp had her trunk removed from 
her ex- 
cuse for so doing to her mother and friends 
being that she was going to make a visit to 
her friend during the absence of Mr. Hawks 
on a fishing excursion, She remained there 
almost constantly until about two weeks 
ago, when the two had a quarrel, and Miss 
Clapp in something of a “* huff’? returned to 
the T ssesiee: Their quarrel was soon over, 
however, and Miss Clapp returned to her 
friend, with whom she remained more or less 
constantiy up to the time of the arrest. 
Although the family did not seem to suspect 
anything wrong in this familiarity between 
the two women, the character of Mrs. Hawks 
was so well known atthe hotel as to cause 
much comment and gossip in the café and bar- 
room. Their names were coupled in a most 
odious manner.

About six years ago she 
returned to New-York and told her friends | 
that she had procured a divorce from Mr. 
Stagg and had been married to Mr. Hawks in 
Chicago. Tosome of ber friends she exhib- 
ited Mr. Hawks’s pieture, and mentioned the 
fact that he was a man of Jeisure and very 
wealthy. Soon after this she again went 
away, and, it is said, made an extensive tour 
of Europe with Mr. Hawks. The couple are 
also said to have traveled considerably in this 
country. A year ago last May Mr. Hawks 
rented apartments in the handsome five-story 
‘*flat” house No. 917 Seventh-avenue, and the 
couple continued to live there until about the 
Ist of last January. They lived in good style, 
and seemed to enjoy themselves. The woman 
dressed elegantly, saw considerable company, 
and went out riding a great deal. About 
Christmas time last Winter there seemed to be 
a disposition on the part of Mr. Hawks to live 
by himself. The servants at the house say 
that he stopped coming there, and Mr. Peter 
Masterson, the proprietor of the livery stable 
just across the street, says that he received in- 
structions from Mr. Hawks not to supply any 
more livery at No. 917 upon his account. A 
few nights after receiving these instructions 
Mr. Masterson says that Mrs. Hawks sent over 
word that she wanted a coupé. It was rain- 
ing at the time, and he concluded to fill her 
order. A coupé was sent to No, 917, but after 
it had been kept standing at the day for more 
than an hour Mr. Masterson recalled it. Since 
then he has transacted no business with Mrs, 
Hawks. Itissaid that the latter would fre- 
quently call a poage or a carriage late in the 
evening, and would drive off and remain away 
until midnight or later. 
{¢The house No. 917-is situated on the corner 
of Seventh-avenue and Fifty-eighth-street. It 
is apparently a nicely kept ‘‘flat.”’ Its apart- 
ments are all filled, and the quiet, respectable 
people who occupy the first, third, fourth, and 
fifth floors are not at all pleased with the no- 
toriety which the place has obtained by reason 
of the publication of the Gutermuth case. Mrs. 
Hawks occupied the secona floor. The jani- 
tor remarked yesterday that Mrs. Hawks 
and Miss Clapp saw a great many visit- 
ors at all hours of the day and night, 
and that most of the visitors were men. 
There was sometimes considerable noise, 
and the lady who lived on the third floor, 
the janitor remarked, had complained about 
it. Mrs. Hawks was said to pay her rent 
when it became due and to possess a lease of 
her apartments for another year. The man- 
agement of the property is in the hands of J. 

dgar Leaycraft. of No. 1,544 Broadway, but 
that gentleman’s clerks stated that they had 
been instructed to say nothing about the house 
or its tenants. 

Those who have observed the movements of 
Mra. Hawks speak ef her as one not over care: 


ful in her observance of the proprieties. She 
seemed to be very free in her intercourse with 
men, and was occasionally seen in a state of 
alcoholic exhilaration. She is, however, a 
smart and fine-looking woman. An old friend 
of hers, who knew her years ago in the neigh- 
borhood of Dominick and Varick streets, said: 
“JT never heard anything definite against 
Josie, but she was gay and wild. Asa girl 
she was very good-looking, and those are the 
kind thatare beset with the most temptations.” 
Another former acquaintance said: ‘It was 
too bad that Josephine Jost ber mother. Her 
father fairly idolized her, but she married at 
such an early age that she grew away from 
his contro).” Several people living in the vi- 
cinity of Mr. Webb’s residence on Varick- 
street said that his daughter used to visit the 
house quite often before her step-mother died. 
She always came in a carriage. 

Mr. Webb declined to talk about his daugh- 
ter when spoken to by reporters yesterday. 
He seemed to be very much grieved over the 
publicity that had been given her. His only 
replies to the inquiries made were that Mrs. 
Hawks was his daughter, and that she was 
born in New-York about 31 years age. He 
could not remember the date of her marriage 
to Mr. Hawks. 

Mr. D. Shafton Hawks has acquaintances in 
this City who speak of him in the most com- 
plimentary terms, They say that he is a very 
wealthy English gentleman, who is fond of 
travel and recreation, and who is very liberal 
with his money. He is said to be the owner of 
a handsome villa at Saratoga. In allof his 
dealings with tradesmen in this City he has 
shown himself to be straightforward and hon- 
orable, generally paying cash for what he 
bought. His allowance to the woman who 
takes his name was very liberal. One friend 
of Mr. Hawks stated positively yesterday that 
the latter was not married, and thst as soon 
as he heard of this affair he would come back 
from Manitoba at once and have his relations 
to the woman clearly stated.

THE LYNCHED BOY TIBBETTS. 


BELIEF THAT HIS MOTHER AND BROTHERS 
WERE HIS ACCOMPLICES., 

St. Pau, Minn., June 13.—The lynching of 
young Tibbetts for the mnrder of two land survey- 
ors, near Perham, did not end the criminal develop- 
ments in that affair, and a brother ot Washington, 
the murdered land surveyor, is in Perham witha 
detective working up the case, and they have dis- 
covered facts implicating the whole Tibbetts 
family, consisting of a mother, with several young 
cubsof sons. The boys seem to have been am- 


bitious to rival the Missouri bandits, and the 
mother seems to have stimulated their bloody 
intentions. An interview with a_— gentle- 
man from Pertam says: ‘* New facts in the 
Perham murder case are continually coming to 
light. Young Tibbetts seems to have been.a fiend 
incarnate, and urged onin his acts of wickedness 
by his mother. Since the lynching it has become 
known that he and a comrade had made a plan to 
wreck a Northern Pacific passenger train by 
piacing ties or some other obstruction on the track. 
The scheme only failed from lack of sana in Tib- 
betts’s companion. Public feeling against the boy’s 
mother is very strong. She exhibited no signs of 
grief when told that herson was lynched, nor did 
she view the body or seem to care to see it. Young 
Tibbetts’s step-father has shown greater feeling 
than the boy’s mother, and the public generally 
sympathize with him. Public teeling is strongly in 
sympathy with the lynching. Tbe whole neighbor- 
hood is in great excitement, and should it be 
geal that the boy’s mother is really implicated 
n the crime, there js little doubt she will be in 
great danger of the same fate that befell her mis- 
guided son.” 

A correspondent of the Pioneer Press, who visited 


| the home of the Tibbetts family with the officer, 


sends the following: ‘‘On nearing the house the 
oldest boy, George, 13 years old, left the house and 
started for the woods. After some conversation 
with the father, who is the only onein the family 
for whom there is felt any pity, the boy was hunted 
up. Upon being approached he began to yell like 


| a lunatic, begging for his mother to protect him. 


At this period another boy, still younger, was 
heard to remark: ‘——— ——, they can’t take me!’ 
At this time matters became exciting, and 
Mr. Washington, brother of the murdered 
surveyor, began the examination of the boy 
George. He was asked what he knew 
about the murder, and was reauested to tell what 
time it was Jobn said he would kill those men if 
he could get a chance. Hisreply was: ‘John told 
me on Thursday, the same night the surveyor and 
nis packer came to our house.’ He was asked if 
his mother knew of it. He said * Yes.’ He also 
said; ‘John tried to steal their revolvers on Sat- 
urday night, before they were killed.’ In all the 
conversation held with the boy it was 
plain he knew of the whole afiair. ‘The 
mother was then called outside, she having taken 
up the insanity dodge. She said she had beensick, 
and that her foiks thought hercrazy. Her conver- 
sation was rather flighty until she was given a good 
scare, when she began to divulge some of the facts 
related by the boys. At this time the reporter was 
sitting by her right and Mr. Washington on her 
left, each of them having a small knifein hand, 
whittling. She turned upon the reporter and de- 
manded the knife. It being refused, she 
turned to Washington and asked for bis 
knife, which was also denied. All of 
this time the woman seemed ready to 
do some eviscerating. Her eyes dilated, her lip 
quivered, and she looked like a tigress thirsting for 
blood. Shesoon cooled off, and was asked if she 
knew that her son was dead. She said ‘Yes.’ it 
looks as though the mother planned the whole of 
this terrible deed, and the guilt upon her soul is 
killing her and destroying the integrity of her mind. 
She was told of the boy being hanged, to whieh she 
said she was glad of it. The daughter is a very 

retty girlof 14 years and seemed to feel badly, 

ut her grief was of short duration.” 
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SMALL-POX CAUSING ANXIETY. 


SEVERAL CASES IN DAKOTA AND MINNESO- 
TA—MANY PEOPLE EXPOSED TO THE 
DISEASE. 

Str. Pau, Minn., June 13.—A special to the 
Fioneer-Fress from Salem, Dakota, says: ‘Six 
cases of small-pox have just developed at Bridge- 
water, on the line of the Milwaukee and St, Paul 
extension. The disease was communicated to 
that community by Mrs. Griffiths, who stopped 
in its town over night on her way west 
from Mitchell. The town of Salem _ has 
been quarantined against Bridgewater, and a 
pest-house is in course of eonstruction 
at Bridgewater. No trains are allowed to stop at 
the infected town, and no mail is taken from the 
town. One new case is reported to-night, but the 
community is now so isolated that no communica- 
tion can be had. There are also a half-dozen cases 
in Minneapolis, and many more are imminent from 
the gross carelessaess manifested in caring for the 

atients. A pitient named Soda was locked up ia 
is house, put escaped, and is supposed to be 
still at large spreading the contagion. ‘The 
case at the Crowe residence has created a scare. 
It is reported that over 100 persons were exposed 
through negligence on the part of Mrs. Crowe. It 
seems that she had passed through a siege of 
small-pox while in Canada. and when Mr. Crowe 
was taken down she at first attempted to take care 
of the patient at her house without informing 
the authorities or warning people from visit- 
ing the house. For three days after Mr. 

Crowe was confined to his bed visitors were 

frequently in the house, as also were children who 

attended the Webster School. The result has been 

a general scare and a thorough vaccination through- 

out that neighborhood. Children were taken out 

of school by their parents until the Webster 

School, a five-room building, accommodating 

about 225 pupils, was deserted, and the building 

nowremains closed. Two children in the vicinity 
of the Crowe residence are believed to be infected, 
and developments are watched with much anxiety. 

In the North case there are two people sick with 

the disease in the house and 35 or more children in 

the immediate vicinity, all of whom are believed to 

have been more or less exposed.’ So far very few 

fatalities have attended the course of the disease.”

ICEBERGS DANGEROUSLY NEAR. 

St. Jonn, Newfoundland, June 13.—The 
Cromwell Line steamer Alhambra, from New- 
York by way of Halifax and Louisburg, arrived 
here at 12 o’clock last night. She reports: ‘“En- 
countered dense fog nearly all the passage. On 
Sunday evening, when about 20 miles east-north- 
east of Cape Race, could not see more thana few 
hundred feet. ihe engines were stopped and the 
snip was found to be close alongside of a large 
iceberg. At daylight moved slowly ahead, passing 
seven or eight more icebergs, all dangeroasly near. 
At 5:30 o’clock last evening, when seven miles 
south of Cape Ballard, passed a large ox with a 
board fastened to his head; also, several bales of 
hay put up with flat hoops (such as are used in 
Upper Canada and Prince Edward Island) and a 
quantity of wreckage.”

NO INTEREST FOR JAPAN

THE INDEMNITY BILL PASSED BY 
THE SENATE. 

A VOTE TO RETURN THE ORIGINAL SUM 
WITHOUT INTEREST— THE ACT DE- 
CLARED TO BE A DISGRACE TO THE 
UNITED STATES-—-THE HOUSE NOT EX- 
PECTED TO AGREE WITH THE UPPER 
BRANCH. 

WasHINGTON, June 13.—‘‘ An insult to 
Japan anda dishonor to the United States.” 
This was the judgment of Mr. Windom to-day, 
when the Senate, reversing the action of other 
Senates which had preceded it, by some per- 
sons regarded as composed of abler men than 
the present body, voted to pay Japan back the 

785,000 extorted from that Government 18 
years ago and to withhold the earnings of 
thesum of which Japan hed been unjustly 
deprived. As passed, the bill pays back the 
principal sum out of the Treasury as a. gra- 
tuity for good behavior; it cancels the bonds 
held to the credit of the fund in the State 
Department; it also pays out of the Treasury 
$140,000 for the men of the Wyoming and the 
Ta-kiang, instead of $254,000 as proposed by 
the Committee on Foreign Affairs. In its 
present shape the bill can scarcely be regarded 
as anything butataunt to the Japanese. As 
intimated in the course of the debate, the House 
is not likely to concur in the amendments of 
the Senate, for the bill was passed by an over- 
whelming majority in the lower branch, and a 
conference committee Will surely insist upon 
repairing the ravages of Mr. Morrill’s econom- 
ical pruning-knife. 

When the bill was taken up, at 4 o'clock, a 
vote was secured on Mr. Morrill’s amendment 
to cancel the bonds, and it was adopted, 27 in 
the affirmative, 23 in the negative. Although 
Mr. Hale was absent, a vote was taken on his 
amendment proposing to sell the bonds in open 
market and turn over the proceeds to Japan. 
This was voted down. Mr. Morrill had de- 
clared in the Senate that he believed 


the proposition contained in the second 
section, to pay prize money to the crews 
of the Wyoming and the Ta-kiang, accounted 
for the great desire to pass the bill, and he 
moved to strike it out. After some debate, in 
the course of which Mr. Logan came out asa 
friend of the original proposition to pay the 
whole fund, it was voted to reduce the amount 
of prize money to $140,000, the reason being 
that if Japan was not to receive interest it 
would be inconsistent to pay interest on the 
prize money allotment. By the very emphatic 
vote of 16to 37 the Senate rejected Mr. Morrill’s 
motion to strike out the second section. Mr. 
Hawley renewed his amendment, proposing to 
pay Japan the principai of the indemnity and 
5 per cent. interest. Mr. Plumb moved to lay 
it on the table, declaring that his motion if 
adopted would also lay the bill on the table. 
This the Senate refused to do by a vote of 15 
to 36, and it rejected Mr. Hawley’s proposi- 
tion by a vote of 23 to 24, The bill was then 
reported to the Senate. An attempt to secure 
a vote on all the committee amendmexts in 

ross was opposed, and they were taken up in 
etail. On the leading amendment, that di- 
recting the payment of $785,000 87 to Japan 
out of the Treasury, the vote was close, 25 Sen- 
ators voting yea and 23nay. Mr. Hawley’s 
amendment was again voted down—22 to 27— 
and the bill was read a third time, no vote 
being demanded on the remaining committee 
amendments. 

Preceding the passage of the bill there were 
a few pointed remarks from several Senators. 
Mr. Butler said he was in favor of the bill re- 
ported by the Committee on Foreign Affairs, 
but he could not vote for the emasculated 
measure now before the Senate. If.the Gov- 
ernment of Japan was entitled to the princi- 
pal, it was just as much entitled to 
the interest. “As the bill now stands,” 
said Mr. Windom, ‘‘it is an insult to Japan 
and dishonorable to the United States. I can- 
not vote for it.”’ Mr. Sherman thought it ‘‘a 
sensational bill,” and declared the money 
ought not to be paid to Japan. Mr. George 
accepted the action of the Senate as a declara- 
tion of the right of the body to vote a gratuity. 
Mr. Morgan, while disappointed, bowed to 
the decree of the Senate, yielded his pri- 
vate judgment, and decided to vote for 
the bill. Mr. Conger regarded the treat- 
ment of the Japanese as lacking in honor 
and dignity, and declared he would not ap- 
prove it by his vote. Mr. Brown said he would 
vote for the paymentof the priacipal now, and 
leave it for coming Senates to pass upon the 

roposition to make complete restitution. Mr. 
Lapham aroused the ire of Mr. Morrill by in- 
timating that when the bill should get intoa 
conference, the House would insist upon 
its own bill, or else the measure 
would fail. Mr. Dawes looked to the 
conference committee to repair the damages of 
the Senate, and said he believed the work of 
the Senate would ultimately be considered as 
disgraceful. The roll was called and 35 Sen- 
ators responded yea and l3nay. Among the 
negatives were Messrs. Blair, Butler, Conger, 
Davis of Illinois, Hawley, Vance, and Win- 
dom, friends of the committee bill, and Messrs. 
McMillan, Maxey, Plumb, and Sherman, who 
were wholly opposed to a return of the meney. 
Mr. Ingalls did not vote.

OIL DEPOSITS IN SOUTH AMERICA, 

WASHINGTON, June 13.—Our Consul at 
Buenos Ayres reports that petroleum, appa- 
rently of great richness and extent, has re- 
cently been disccvered in the upper Province 
of the Argentine Republic. These deposits 
can scarcely be reached by bullock carts. In 


the Province of Jujuy there has been found a 
lake of oil 88 acres in areaand ef unknown 
depth. The lake is covered with a cap of 
asphalt. Prof. Kyle, of the Buenos Ayres 
University, made an analysis of some of the 
thick liquid, and out of 90 litres of oil 
distillation produced 6 litres of naphtha, 
84 litres of kerosene, 827 specific gravi- 
ty, and 50 litres of dense oils, 900 
specific gravity. The Consul reports that the 
analysis compares very favorably with analy- 
ses of Pennsylvania and Asiatic oils. The 
Jujuy kerosene is without disagreeable odor 
and will not ignite below 50° centrigrade. It 
is colorless and is pronounced among the best 
sent to Buenos Ayres from the United States. 
Extensive deposits in the form of springs and 
lakes have been found in the Province of Men- 
doza, and an English firm has obtained a con- 
cession for working them. Analyses are said 
to indicate 40 per cent. of pure oil.

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WOMEN AS PHYSICIANS. 


THE MASSACHUSETTS MEDICAL SOCIETY 
WANTS THEM AS MEMBERS, BUT THE 
COUNCIL REFUSES. 

Boston, June 13.—The members of the Mas- 
sachusetts Medical Society favorable to the admis- 
sion of women to membership, whicb has agitated 
the society for many years, succeeded to-day at 
the annual meeting in getting a vote through com- 
municating to the Council of the society the opin- 
ion of the general body that women should be 
admitted. The discussion preceding the vote 
was long and warm. The attendance was large, 
the large hall in which the meeting was held being 
completely filled when the question came up by as- 
signment. Dr. Henry W. Wiillams, of this city, 
presided. Dr. Hodgdon, of Arlington, opened the 
proceedings by moving to amend the by-laws of 
the society, so that women as well as mea may be- 
come candidates for admission into the society, 
the condition being that every candidate must, by 
proper guarantees and examination, satisfy the 
censors that he or she possesses the requisite 
qualitications for membership. The President 


ruled that the motion was out of or- 
der, on the ound that no by-law shall 
take effect until it receives the concurrent action 
of the councilors and of.the society. Dr. Hodgdon 
promptiy appealed from this ruling. He said the 
gentlemen had assembled for the very purpose of 
acting upon this matter. Common sense and Par- 
liamentary usage, he said, gave the society the 
right to change its by-laws, and the ¢harter con- 
tained an express provision giving the society the 
power to exercise that right. Dr. H. Johnson 
of Salem, claimed that the question of 
admitting the motion was not one of right but of 
method, and he argued the matter ought first ta 
go before the councillors, Dr. Fastman, of Bos- 
ton, suggested that if the councilors refused ta 
take the initiative the societv could then proceed. 
Dr. George Shattuck, of Bostoa, thought it mora 
expedient to refer the matter to the Council for 
the initiative proceedings. That body could dis- 
cuss it to better advantace than the society, which 
was composed of 1,400 merabers. A long discus- 
sion upon the Parliamentary aspects of the ques- 
tion followed, and finally the decision of the Presi- 
dent, that the society could not then vote achange 
of by-laws, was sustained by a vote of 131 to i25. 
@Dr. Harvey, of Worcester, then moved a refer 
ence of Dr. Hogden’s motion to the Council. Dr. 
Hogden then offered an amendment, to the effect 
that the reference be accompanied by a recom- 
mendation for favorable action. Dr. Martin, of 
Boston, vigorously criticised the action and pow- 
ers of the Council. That body was the tyrant in- 
stead of the servant of the society, and it had come 
to this, that the society could do nothing in its 
own name, but only act on what the Council 
pleased. Dr. Winser. of Winchester, moved to 
— the following motion for the one pend- 
ng: 

Resolved, That, in the opinion of members here 
present, it is expedient that well-qualified women be 
admitted to fellowship on the same terms as men, 
and that the Seeretary be requested to lay this note 
before the Council. 

A member, whose name was not given, attempt- 
ed to speak against this motion, but was continual- 
2 ted by demonstrations of disapproval. 

r. Wakefield, of Leicester, a venerable man, with 
white hair and beard, said that 30 years ago he was 
opposed to the idea of women physicians, but the 
world had moved ahead since then, and he had 
made up his mind to go with it what little 
time he had left. He urged action with- 
out dodging. Women, he said, were now 
preaching throughout the Commonwealth, some 
were educated and some he found werenot. ‘We 
want to sift them out,” he said, **so we will know 
who is educated and whois not. Those who are 
fit we want in the society. and I believe they will 
do _us_ credit and we shall do ourselves 
credit by admitting them.” Appiause fol- 
lowed these words. The Doctor again 
expressed the hope that .there would be 
no further delay. he question had been long 
enough unsettled before the society. He, for one, 
was ready to meet it and to give his vote for the 
women. This was also applauded. Similar senti- 
ments were expressed by Dr. Martin, of Boston, 
and others. A member stroveto bring about ad- 
journment, but this was opposed, and, the pre- 
vious question being ordered, the motion of Dr. 
Winser, favorable to the admission of women and 
of informing the Council to that effect, was carried 
by a vote of 104 to 60. 

At the meeting of the Council to-night the vote 
of the society was promptly presented. Dr. George 
C. Shattuck, of Boston, moved to refer the matter 
to acommittee. It was a serious question, he said, 
whether under the constitution of the society 
women could be admitted. He cited the recent 
decision of the Supreme Court of the State that 
women could not be admitted to the 
Bar. where it was held that, althouch 
males were not ecified in the law, 
they alone were intended by the Legislature in its 
enactments. He quoted from remarks of Dr. Jo- 
seph Leister, when the subject of admitting women 
was under discussion before the British Society, 
that he could not consent to be a member of an 
association where there was the unseemly prac- 
tice of discussing medical topics before a mixed 
company. Dr. Shattuck said he believed there 
were many members of the Massachusetts Society 
who would feel in the same way, and would 
not attend the meetings of the association if 
women were present. He professed to have as 
much respect and admiration for women as any 
member of the Council, and it was for that reason 
that he would not advise them to undertake what 
God did not allow them to do well. A man could 
have no higher aspiration or sphere of employ- 
ment than that offered by the medical pro- 
fession. But God had so made women that 
the very best of them did not wish to 
enter, and only an inferior style of woman 
would. They might be intellectual, but after 
all they would be an inferior state of woman whom 
the members of the society could not respect and 
love as they did the other. [Applause.] it was 
acknowledged that the women doctors were im- 
properly educated, he continued. Many of them 
were homeopathists. Would it not be well, he 
asked, to wait until they had a better education 
than now? Harvard College had decided that it 
was not competent to undertake the task of edu- 
catiug men and women together, and the Massa- 
chusetts Medical Society ought to hesitate a long 
time before taking such a radical step as to admis 
women to membership. 

Dr. Morrill Wyman, of Cambridge, spoke on the 
other side, confining himself to one phase of the 
question. He said that there was a number of 
women now practjcing medicine in Boston, and 
the State was placing in its prisons and its hospitals 
women as physicians. The State had a tribunal ta 
determine the competency of men practicing, and 
it had a right to demand that there should 
be one to try and deciie as to the merits of 
women offering themselves as physicians. Couid 
there be a better body for such a purpose, he asked, 
than the Massachusetts Medical Society? When 
its censors had passed in judgment, then the com- 
rounity would be relieved from a great difficulty. 
It was not a matter of sentiment, he said, or any- 
thing of the kind, but simply a matter of right and 
justice. Dr. E. P. Harvey, of Westborough, then 
moved that further consideration of the subject ba 
indefinitely postponed, and this was passed by a 
rising vote of 65 to 26, So the movement is agaiz 
defeated.

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FRAUDS CLEARLY PROVED 


BRADY’S LAWYERS STILL DELAY- 
ING THE TRIAL. 
8UB-CONTRACTOR FRENCH AND SENATOR 

SAUNDERS TESTIFY—A FRAUDULENT 
PETITION INTRODUCED — EXPEDITION 
THAT FRENCH NEVER HEARD’ OF— 

MANY OBJECTIONS BY THE DEFENSE. 

WASHINGTON, June 13.—The prosecutors in 
he star route case laid before the jury to-day 
some important evidence, although it had to run 
the gantlet of almost innumerable objections, 
The route under consideration is the one extend- 
Ing northward 131 miles from Kearaey, on the 
Union Pacific Railway, in Nebraska, to Kent, in 
the same State. This route was originally let for 
four years from July 1, 1878, fur $868 per annum, to 
J. M. Peck, who is dead, but included in the in- 
jictment. Only one trip per week was then re- 
quired—that is, the contractor was allowed three 
days in which to go from Kearney to Kent and 
three days in which to return. On Aug. 1, 1879, or 
{3 months after the beginning of the term, the 
number of trips each week on that part of the line 
from Kearney to Loup City, about half the entire 
iistance, was increased to three, and the speed over 
the same part of the line was ordered to be increased 
to 13 hours. ,The additional trips cost $1,122 per an- 
oum, and the expedition $2,200 per annum. These 
changes appear to have been madein response to 
a petition indorsed by Senator Saunders and sey- 
eral letters, which are in evidence. The letters ask 
only for additional trips. The petition makes the 
sazine request, but the words ‘** Schedule 13 hours,” 
seem to have been added to it ina handwriting 
which differs from that in which the remainder is 
written. The Government holds that these three 
words, whicn ask for the expedition, which was or- 
dered at an annual cost of $2,200, were interpolated 
.n this city after the petition had been received and 
after it had passed through Senator Saunders’s 
nands. 

The testimony of Charles H. French, sub-con- 
tractor, revived the interest of the spectators in 
the case. French carried the mail northward trom 
Kearney, when the route fell into the hands of 
Peck and his companions. Peck hired him to con- 
tinue the work. A sub-contract was made with 
nim under which he has carried the mails on the 
route ever since July 1, 1878. He has never been 
paid for expedition, however, and did not know 
sill recently that expedition bad been oraered, and 
that the Government had been paying $2,200 per 
anpum for it since Aug. 1, 1879. In his sub-con- 
tract he agreed to make one trip a week for $700 
BR year, two trips a week for $1,300; three trips for 
$1,800, and six trips for $3,300, if they should be 
ordered, and Peck agreed to give him 65 per cent. 
of the pay for expedition if any expedition should 
be ordered. The sub-contract was made by John 
W. Dorsey, as Peck’s attorney. French did not file 
it with the department, because he was told by 
Dorsey that it would not be necessary. Until Aug, 
{, 1879, French received $700 per annum. He testi- 
fed that in the Winter of 1878-9 Peck sent him 
the body of a petition for three trips a week. Some 
ink was spilled on it, and, therefore, his lawyer re- 
wrote it, and he identilied the petition which nad 
been submitted to the court as this copy. He as- 
sisted in circulating the petition, but his lawyer, 
Wightingale by name, took charge of it. The 
words, * Schedule, 13 hours,’”’ were not in it when 
he circulated it, nor when he gave it to Nightin- 
gale. He never knew that expedition was asked 
for. The additional trips were put on Aug. 
1, 1879, as far as Loup’ City, and he 
did the work, receiving $1,587, which was 
paid to him A sub-contract with H. M. 

Jaile, antedating his, was shown to him, and _ he 
gaid that he had not known of its existence. The 
department ordered expedition to 13 hours on 
Aug. 1, 1879, at a cost of $2,200 a year, but French 
testified that there nad been no reed of expedi- 
tion, for he had carried the mails from Kearney to 
Loup City in 12 hours from the beginning, July 1, 
1878. He always went through in from 10 to 
12 hours, and had not increased or changed 
his speed after Aug. 1, 1879. He had never 
been directed to conform to an expedited 
schedule of 13 hours and had never received 65 per 
cent. of any sum paid for expedition. The Gov- 
ernment had shown that the amount of pay for 
the imaginary expedition had been computed upon 
John M. Peck’s statement as to men and horses, 
sworn to before J. 8. Taylor.{in New-Mexico. Peck 
swore that two men and four horses were required 
to carry the mails three times a week “on the 
present schedule,” and that six men and 
14 horses would be required under a sched- 
ule of 13 hours. French testified that no 
one of the contractors had ever. asked 
bim how many men and horses he used or would 
use, and that he had never seen this sworn state- 
ment. The truth was that he used only 6 men 
and 2 horses from Kearney to Loup City after 
three trips had been pat on, goingin from 10 to 12 
hours, and that onthe entire line he used only 3 
men and 10 horses. At the beginning, when there 
was only one trip a week, he used two men and 
five horses. He had never added any in order to 
increase the speed,.but he had been compelled to 
pdd, as he had shown, when the number of trips 
was Increased. He had been fined two or three 
times for being late, but he could not understand 
it until he heard recently about the expedition. 
The important part of this story came in under ob- 
jections. ; 

French was cross-examined at length by the de- 
fense, but his statements were not shaken. His 
testimony showed that the Government had paid 
$2,200 a year for work already paid for; that the 
prder for expedition had been based on a changed 
petition and fraudulently sworn statement. Sena- 
tor Saunders had identified the petition and in- 
forsement upon it, but had added that he did not 
remember that the words “schedule 13 hours” 
were init when he hadit. He had not put them 
in, andif they had been there when he received 
the paper they would have attracted his attention. 
He thought, onthe whole, he woulan’t be positive 
pbout them. : 

The attorneys for the defense continued their 
objections through the day, and so many were 
made that the examination of witnesses was slow 
work. Mr. Merrick was continnally finterrupted 
by them. Arguments were made against the ad- 
mission of sub-vontracts, documents, and answers. 
Almost every paper produced and every question 
ssked excited opposition from some quarter. 
When French was asked how many men and 
horses he used, objection was made on the ground 
that no tribunal could revise or review the exercise 
of his discretion by the Second Assistant Post- 
master-General. “There is no officer in this 
Sovernment above the law,” said the Judge. 

Witnesses to appear before the Grand Jury in 
relation to three routes were sworn to-day. ‘These 
routes are the ones from Vinita, Indian Territory, 
to Las Vegas, New-Mexico, V.W. Parker, contract- 
pr, on Which the annual pay Was raised from $6,330 
to $150,592; the one from Soledad to Newhall, Cal., 
Salisury & Nichols, contractors, the pay on which 
was raised from $29,000 to $55,424, and the one 
from Wells to Hamilton, Nev., O. J. Salisbury, con- 
tractor, where the pay was raised from $10,700 to 
$25,700.

OUTLIDDING JAKE SHARP. 

A number of representatives of the Broad- 
yoy stage lines cailed on Mayor Grace yesterday 
ind had an informal talk with him about the gen« 
sral railroad bill now awaiting Gov. Cornell's sig- 
pature, under the provisions of which street rail- 
roads can be constructed on the Boulevard, Broad- 


way, Forty-second-street, Chambers-street, and 
on nearly every other street and avenue in 
the City. The bill authorizes a_ road on 
Broadway, provided the partjes who_build it pay 
to the City $750,000 for the franchise. No compen- 
sation ig named for franchises to run on other 
streets. The stage line representatives told the 
Mayor that they were opposed to the bill, because 
it gave away the franchises without any chanee for 
sapitalists to compete forthem. ‘* Why,” said Mr. 
W. H. Wilkins, of the Madison-Avenue Stage Line, 
“this bili gives away a road on Broadway for 
$750,000 without any competition, and I myself 
will give $1,000,000 for the franchise."" After some 
eonversation on the subject Mr, Wilkins made a 
formal written offer, addressed to the Mayor, saying 
that he would pay the City $1,000,000 in cash forthe 
privilege of constructing and Sperating a horse 
railroad from the foot of Whitehall-street, through 
Whitehall-street and Broadway ito Fourteenth- 
street, and would give security in any required 
amount for the fulfillment of the contract. Mayor 
Grace sent this offer to Gov. Cornell last evening, 
as a further proof of the truth of the argument 
already laid before the Executive, that the bill 
gives away very valuable franchises without suf- 
ficient compensation, and should not, therefore, be 
permitted to become a law.

NEW-YORK STATE FIRE UNDERWRITERS. 

Utica, June 13.—The State Association of 
Fire Underwriters met to-day. Acting President 
Charles R. Knowles delivered an address opposing 
special and discriminating legislation, and recom- 
mending the appointment of a committee on legis- 
lation. He complained that the rates are low 
and the losses on the increase. He recom- 
mended an increase in ‘the rates and uniform 
commissions of 15 per cent. The Committee on 
Legislation briefly summarized the new laws bear- 
Ing on insurance companies, and took strong 


ground against chapter 235, Laws of 1882, 
which prevents the publication of  state- 
ments of foreign fire insurance companies 
other than statements of their assets and 
business done in the United States. This law ad- 
mits a class of foreign companies without credit or 
standing at home and capable of raising the neces- 
sary deposit. It characterizes the law as unfair 
and ungenerous to responsible foreign companies 
now in this country, and unfair to foreign and 
American companies alike. The committee 
recommends that joint efforts be made 
by sound underwriters to secure 
the repeal of this phinetoneiae, and by many 
thought unconstitutional, law. . B. Cornell, 
President of the Underwriters’ Association of the 
North-west, recommended uniform commissions, 
and said rates at the East must be kept up, if 
those now o the West are to be main- 
tained. He was followed by ©. E. Bliven, of To- 
ledo, and J. M. De Camp, of-Cincinnati, who held 
the same views.

BETTER CROP PROSPECTS 
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GENERAL GOOD WEATHER IN THE 
NORTH- WEST. 

CORN MAKING UP FOR LOST TIME IN THE 
EARLY SPRING—WHEAT, IN SOME RE- 
GIONS, SOMEWHAT IN NEED OF RAIN. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., June 13.—Crop reports 
from points in the southern and south-western 
part of the State are variable in their indications. 

Weather continues warm and dry and corn is com- 

ing on with wonderful rapidity, except on a few 

low tracts. Reports of corn are uniformly favor- 
able. On the contrary, wheat, which did so well 
when corn was suffering from too much wet, 

begins in some places to show need of rain. A 


dispatch from Nankato, the most important 
point in the Minnesota Valley, says: ‘' Crops 
are looking fine; farmers jubilant; corn has 
taken a start and farmers say they can 
see it grow; clear and warm.” From Henderson, 
a place not far from Mankato, comes the follow- 
ing: “Wheat looking well, except in low plaees, 
where it is turning yellow, caused by the rains at 
time of seeding; corn backward; oats and barley 
growing and look well.” The following are from 
points in the same region—Hamilton: “Crops suf- 
fering for want of water, but no real damage done 
yet; if we get rain soon, prospects are bright for a 
g0o1 yield.’ Leseur—*‘ Weather warm with cool 
nights; small grain doing well; corn fairly; rain 
very much needed.”” The following are from points 
further West, in Southern Minnesota and Iowa, 
where there seems to have beenrain. Hadley— 
* Grain of all kindsis looking splendid; old farmers 
Say we never hada better prospect for a good 
crop; weather cloudy and cool to-day.’’ Heron 
Lake—* The weather has continued favorable for 
crops; corn is doing well; it looks like rain, anda 
little is wished for.”’ Sioux City—‘t Weather warm, 
with warm rain; corn and wheat doing well.” 
Lemars—" All crops doing well; a fine rain Friday 
night; rye is heading out and some is already cut 
for seed; barley is almost headed out; the only 
enemy to corn is the gopher, and farmers are spend- 
on hundreds of dollars on poison to exterminate 
vem, 

Dispatches from points on the St. Paul, Minneapo- 
lis and Manitoba Road, in Northern Minnesota, re- 
port weather more favorable to wheat than inthe 
South, with cool nights and oceasionalshowers. <A 
batch of reports has been obtained from Northern 
Dakota, west of the Red River. This is new coun- 
try, just opened to settlement last Fall, and has not 
been embraced in previous reports. The showing 
it makes is surprising. A Grand Forks dispatch says: 
* As for giving close figures of the increase in acre- 
age over last year. it is impossible, as last year, the 
out-country was compartively new andthe number 
of acres small. Animmense amount of breaking 
was done which has been seeded this year, so that 
the increase will be very great. and a low and care- 
fulestimate would place it at least 110 per cent. 
over that of last year, In one township, where 
there were but 150 acres broken last year, it is 
estimated that there are 4,000 this year.”’ A Graf- 
ton report says: ‘‘The wheat never looked better 
in this vicinity. There is over twice as much 
in as there ever was before and it is ail 
doing first rate. Out south-west of here 
there was much wheat put in on the ground which 
hed not been back-set, and on this there will hardly 
be half a crop, but wherever it was properly plant- 
ed too much cannot be said in its favor. There 
will be 290,000 bushels marketed here this year 
more than last.’ Hillsboro, a town established 
last year, reports: ‘The condition and prospects 
of this year’s crop throughout this country are 
very flattering. Farmers all report wheat 
as growing very finely and have anticipa- 
tions of a big harvest. It is almost safe 
to say that the increase of acreage over 
last year is nearly double. Under favorable cir- 
cumstancea Traill County will furnish a large yield.” 
Reynolds, another new place, say: ‘Crops could 
not be better. Everything looks fine and thrifty. 
Wheat is all up and is very even in quality and 
growth. The average is fully 120 per cent. over 
that of last year. There were 65,000 bushels mar- 
keted here Jast year, and fully 150,000 bushels will 
be shipped from this point the coming season.” 
These are the most important points in the district, 
Others report an increase of 75 to 200 per cent. and 
grain all in fine condition.

This is probably due to a great excess 
of rain, together with the fact that there is con- 
siderable Jow land in South-eastern Iowa and all 
tnrough the river valleys. In Southern Minnesota 
After getting south of 
Burlington, into Illinois, the crop begina to 
loom up finely, and it looks well for a 
goodly distance north of St. Louis. In many 
places in lIowa, chiefly in the south-eastern 
part, farmers are still plowing for corn. Much 
damage has been done by rainto othercrops as 
well as corn by actually drowning the grain out. 
There is considerable discussion regarding the lowa 
corn crop, Many persons contending that the acre 
age will be larger than last year, while fully as 
many give good reasons for the belief that it will 
fall short, Judging from the fact thatinthe eastern 
portions the acreage willnot be as large and 
that in Western Iowa it will be somewhat in 
creased, it is fair to estimate very little if any in- 
crease in acreage. Very much depends upon the 
weather. The right kind will give corn a good 
start, and then hogs can be fattened in good shape; 
but the kind of weather experienced in this part of 
the State for several weeks past will be 
very damaging to the interests of the agricultural 
people. A special from Clinton, IIL, says that re- 
ports from all parts of the county are unfavorable 
tothe crop. Itissafeto say, however, that the 
corn on high Jand is all right. so far as growing 
well, but the low land is so full of water that it is 
impossible for it grow, and it will 
days before the farmers can get into the field 
to replant, when it will be too _ late 
for the crop to mature befor: Fall frostsnip it. The 
prospect has been very good fora large crop up to 
10 day agos, when the heavy rains stopped all work 
in the fields.

EFFECTS ON CHICAGO MARKETS. 

CORN PRICES UP THROUGH RUMORS oF 
WEEDS AND RAIN. 

CuHiIcaGo, June 15,—Telegrams to-day state 
that weeds are overpowering the corn in some 
parts of Central Illinois. The effect of these and 
other reports of the same general tenor was to 
send corn up 144 cent on ’Change. Receipts were 
less than half those of the previous day, while 
it was reported to be again raining in the 


West and South-west, and the crop outlook 
for this State and Iowa was described as quite poor, 
The leading feature of the day’s trading was a good 
demand to fill July shorts, which made next month 
relatively strong, reducing the August premium 
from 54 cent early to if cent late, while June was 
discounted 74 cent. The demand was largely on 
country account, some purehases being made 
to fill shorts put out during the fine 
wenther of early in the month, and 
some to replace corn in cribs that 
had been sold here, but is now wanted elsewhere, 
The local shorts also bought freely, and this fact 
improved the shipping demand, so that spot corn 
was very strong the lust half hour of the session. 
It was stated that nearly all the corn going out 
from this city recently has been sent direct to 
New-England points, ‘which explains the report 
that the stock in New-York is less than 1,400,000 
bushels.

CROPS AROUND PITTSBURG. 

P1TTSBURG, Penn., June 13.—Reports as to 
the growing crops have been received from over 
40 country towns in the portions of Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, and West Virginia tributary to Pittsburg. 
The tenor of the reports is on the whole very en- 
couraging. The wheat crop of this region was per- 
haps never more promising. One or two reports 
from Ohio speak of alittle damage by the late 
rains, but only one reportis absolutely untavor- 


able, while the majority of them rate the wheat 
crop far above the average. There is a noticeable 
unanimity with regard to the corn crop, which has 
everywhere been much thrown back by the late 
rains, and in some parts of Ohio part of the acre- 
age intended for planting is still unplant- 
ed. In most cases, however, the adverse 
outlook will pass away with good weather. 
A few of the reports are above the average. 
The reports on oats range from very poor to very 
good, with the general result a little below the av- 
erage. The prospect at present points to a chance 
for a decided improvement with good weather. 
The prospects of the hay crop are unanimously re- 
ported to be very large, and, with one or two ex- 
ceptions, potatoes are reported as doing remarka- 
bly well. The fruit crop reports show much di- 
versity, but the general indications are that there 
will be a rather light crop of apples, while the 
peaches are almost entirely killed by the late frosts, 
although the chief peach-producing region—the 
north-western part of Columbiana County—reports 
that it will have a good yield. Small fruits and 
vogetables are both showing large yields,

Concerning the judicial rulings noticed by

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DEFENDING THE MALLEYS 


——_e-_—— 
THE SISTERS OF JAMES GIVING 
THEIR TESTIMONY. 
THE EVENTS AT THE MALLEY MANSION ON 
FRIDAY EVENING TOLD OVER AGAIN— 
A SHARP CROSS-EXAMINATION IN SEARCH 
OF CONTRADICTIONS. 

New-HAven, June 13.—The Malley trial 
was resumed this morning just where it was left 
off 11 days ago, when juror Lovejoy’s illness 
made necessary an adjournment. Mr. Bush, assist- 
ant to the State Attorney, resumed his 
cross-examination of Miss Louise Claire Malley, 
one of the three sisters of James Malley. 
The first question was in regard to the 
time she first read to Minnie Quinn a 
report of the Cramer case. She said it might have 
been two or three days after the death of Jennie 
Cramer, and it might have been a week; she her- 
self read the accounts of the investigation almost 
daily. In a few cases her testimony to-day does 
not completely harmonize with that she gave at 
West Haven before the Coroner and the Justice of 
the Peace. 

The witness said: ‘‘I don’t remember at West 
Haven that it was a few minutes past 7 o’clock 
Friday evening, Aug. 5, when Mrs. Malloy called 
at our house; I think now it was, however. 
James, my brother, was then at the dining-room win- 
dow. I went into the house that evening while 
my father and Horse Var Conductor Barnes were 
talking in the front yard. James asked who the 
man was with father. While Miss Healey and my 
sister were at supper the gas in the dining-room 


was lighted.’”” Mr. Bush asked herif she did not 
testify at West Haven that the gas was not lighted; 
that it was quite light when they had supper; that 
James was singing up stairs while she was in the 
orchard, and called to her to get him a towel; that 
she heard him singing atter she returned to the 
parlor; that James went to bed about 9 o'clock 
that night: that after Mrs. Malloy went away she 
and her sister went up stairs and found James 
abed in his own room, with his door open. To all 
these questions the witness gave a flat denial. Mr. 
Bush read from the minutes of the statements 
made by the witness at the former hearings to 
show that she had testified as his questions indi- 
cated. ‘The witness repeated her denial. 

Q.—Was James home Saturday night, Aug. 6? 
A.—I don’t think he was, but don’t exactly remem- 
ber. He was home to supper. I don't think he 
was at breakfast Sunday morning. I think he 
went out again Saturday night and staid all night 
with Walter. 

Q.—Did you not testify at the inquest that you 
were home Saturday night when James came home 
and went to bed, and that he was at breakfast 
Sunday morning with your brothers and sisters? 
A.—I don’t remember; [ don’t think I did. 

Q.—Did you not testify before the Coroner that 
on the Thursday evening of that week James, after 
he had taken you ont to ride, drove down Whal- 
ley-avenue instead of turning into Winthrop-ave- 
nue as you testified tne other day? A.—I can’t tell; 
J may have. 

The witness said her last testimony gave the cor- 
rect account of the ride. She said that after the 
ride Thursday evening she did not again see James 
until Friday noon. 

Q.—Did you not testify at the Coroner’s inquest 
Ons vos saw him Friday morning’ A.—Iam sure 
I did not. 

Mr. Bush read from his note-book that she did so 
testify, and inquired: You are as certain that you 
did not testify in this way as of anything else you 
have testified to? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Mrs, Lizzie M. Wolfe testified as follows: ‘‘Inow 
reside at Wilkesbarre. Penn., but las; August I 
lived with my father, James Malley, on 
Whalley-avenue. JI was then Lizzie M. Mal- 
ley, having been married since On Fri- 
day, Aug. 5, I first saw my brother James 
at dinner; Inextsaw him about 7 or 7:30 in the 
evening. He came into the kitchen where I was at 
that time preparing supper, and asked me what 
time supper would be ready. He then went into 
the dining-room. Ispoke to him there ashe sat 
inarocking chair facing the window. I told him 
to tell my sister Katie to call Miss Healey, the dress- 
maker. down to tea. I heard Miss Healey called, 
but did not not see her when she came down because 
I went out on the back porch. James went there 
with me, and we sat downand talked. Afteratime 
he went in to see if Miss Healey had finished, and 
then we went into have supper. Lulu, James, and 
I sat down and Katie came in afterward. I can't 
say how long we were at supper, but I know ] was 
the last to leave the table. James went up stairs 
after supper. There were then Mrs. Malloy and 
her two little daughters, my two sisters, and Miss 
Healey and hersister in the back parlor. When 
I was eating I think Miss Katie Healey 
playing the piano. After the Misses 
Healey went home I went into the parlor. 
It was then about 8:30. Before supper James had 
asked me if the water was warm, so he could have 
a bath. While I wasinthe parlor I talked to Mrs. 
Malloy at the time her children and my sister were 
in the orchard. Soonafter they camein, I know 
James was there in the bath-room because J heard 
him there. I heard him call to Lulu for a towel, 
She was out in the yard. I heard her run up 
stairs in response to his call. It was after 
she came down again that they all came in 
from the yard into the parlor. It was then 
about 9 o'clock. I know because I went up 
stairs to get my watch. It was a present, and Mrs. 
Malloy wanted to seeit. I brought it down and 
showed itto her. Afterthat we played and sang, 
It was, I think, about 9:30 when Mrs. Malloy left 
forhome. I locked up the house after Katie and 
Minnie had gone up stairs. Lulu remained with 
me. Then we went up stairs about 10. together, to 
Katie’s room. I saw there my brother, Katie, 
and Minnie Quinn. Katie was sewing and 
Minnie was brushing her hair. Katie was 
sewing a buckle on her belt. James 
was standing by a gas-jet looking in a hand-mirror 
which was suspended from the gas-fixture. At 
this time father was in bed. I asked Minnie shortly 
after to brush my hair. It must have been about 
11 o’clock by this time. I sat reading on the bed 
and fell asleep. There was a row about a towel 
being thrown which awoke me, and I said I would 
call father if they didn’t stop. I told Minnie to go 
to bed and Lulu to accompany her. I know the 
two went through James’s room. Just before 
that he had called out for them to stop their noise, 
und said something about a fishwoman. When 
Lulu came back I told her to go fora pillow, She 
went into James's room for it, and brought it into 
the room where I was sleeping. I remember after 
that James's calling fora mosquito netting. I had 
then been asleep for some time. It must have 
been about 2 o'clock. When he called, I was up, 


| having arisen to turn down the light in his room. 


I went into do so, and he then asked me for the 
netting. [told him the only one we had then was 
in father’s room. 

“IT next spoke to him,’ continued the witness, 
“about 6:30 or7 the next (Saturday) morning, when 
I calted him to get up; I don’t know who ate 
breakfast with him, for I was not down siairs 
when he was; I saw him, however, go out of 
the gate as I looked out of father’s room, 
the next one to the sewing-room. Miss 
Healey just then came in and James spoke 
to her—sald ‘Good morning,’ or something of the 
sort. Onthe Thursday of that week I saw James 
between J]2 andlin the millinery department of 
my uncle’s store. I next saw him at dinner be- 
tween land 2. About 7I again saw him driving 
up in Walter's carriage. He was alone. When he 
came up Luluand I were sitting on the front porch. 
I prepared tea for him. Aiter supper he took Lulu 
out foradrive. She first asked him fora ride and 
herefused. I coaxed him and hé finally consented.” 

On the cross-examination, the witness admitted 
that she could not tella single incident that hap- 
pened in the James Malley house that week except 
on Thursday and Friday evenings. The regniar 
cook was away on those evenings, and as she did 
the cooking for the family the events testified to 
were more strongly impressed on her mind, 

The last witness of the day was Katie M. Malley, 
another of James Maliey’s sisters, who testified as 
to the events of Friday evening substantially as 
told by her sisters. The court was adjourned be- 
fore the witness had concluded her story. 
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RETALIATION UPON CRITICS. 
From the London Saturday Review, 

In the nature of things criticism can never 
really be satisfactory to the criticised. The thing 
is impossible. The author’s mind has been full of 
his topic for months or years. He has thought of 
it first when he wakens, last before he sleeps. He 
has sought illustrations after the manner of the 
Matinian bee from every field of thought, He has 


been in love with his own reflection in the still 
waters of his thought, and, like every one in love, 
has an ideal of himself, his notions, his style, whicn 
the eyes of the most sympa- 
thetic reviewer. The critic gives hours to 
the work, where the author gave months 
or years. His mind i tak OC: Ss 
hundred other matters, mach more important to 
himself. If he is a master of the subjects treated, 
he is almost certain to have an antagonistic theory, 
and then he sees, with odious distinctness, every 
chink and fissure in the mail of his author's hypo- 
thesis. It is a fortunate thing for writers on grave 
topics, a happy provision of nature, and they can- 
not seetheir own fallacies even when they are 
roade plain by criticism to ** the most excruciating- 
ly feeble understanding.’ Still, the process of ex- 
posure makes the author feel vaguely in- 
dignant, and, if he really has the scientific 
spirit. he makes a reply in the pages of a 
scientific journal. The scientific writer is 
addicted to “‘answering back,’ as the vulgar 
s2y, and appears to be much more touchy than 
novelists and poets. The critic may prove a novel- 
ist,to be such a bungler that he cannot even re- 
member the color of his own heroine's eyes or the 
name of his first lover. But the novelist never, or 
very rarely, “answers back.’”’ He can trust that 
excellent patient public of his—a publie which does 
not stick at trifles, and easily recognizes the dark 
heroine of volume three, though she wasa blonde 
in the first volumes and a brown beauty in the sec- 
ond. The poet, too, unless he is very young, 
rarely replies to eriticism. We have known 


; one make a terrible clamor because, after he 


bad reveled in tbe applause of  criti- 
cism, a rade reviewer bluntly declared that 
he was no poetatail. But, asa rule, wnen the poet 
scathes his critic he does so in verse; he riposts in 
burning numbers. He declares that dank locks 
wave around the brow of his adversary, who may 
very possibly prove to be a bald man afterall. He 
avers that he revels in blame; what he eannot for- 
give is praisé. The poet on the war-path is a de- 
ightful spectacle to the malicious critic, so frank, 
yet so feeble, is his display of irritation. The 
novelist is more cunning of fence, and, when hard 
hit, drawsa fancy sketch of his reviewer as second 
villain in hia paxt ros.anaa. are the w'rious 


modes of retaliation by which the lordly author 
shows that the reviewer’s arrow has not missed 


its mark. 
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MR. BRIGHT ON OUR LITERATURE. 


Exiracte from the London Times's report of his 
speech at the opening of the Birmingham Free 
Library on June 1. 


If you will permit me for a few minutes, I 
should like to ask you to cross the Atlantic and 
see if there is anything we can learn there. It is 
not very many years since authorities in criticism 
in England sald: ‘*Can any good book come from 
the United States?’ At this moment there are 
millions of persons in that Republic nearly all of 
whom speak ourlanguage, nearly all of whom can 
read our books, not a few of whom are writing 
books which we may read with advantage. It is 
an immense new field for the writers of the Eng- 
lish language in this country, and it is an immense 


new field for us who take the good things which 
the writers in the English language there and here 
provide for us. Well, they have had a good many 
poets of late years—in fact, I may say that the only 
poets that the United States have produced must 
necessarily have been of late years: but the poets 
which rise to my mind at the present time are Bry- 
ant, who was the oldest and has passed away; 
Longfellow, who comes next, known much more 
to Englishmen than Bryant, and who now has 
passed away; Whittier, who is beginning to be 
more known in this country than he has been; 
Wendell Holmes, and Mr. Russell Lowell, Minister 
from the United States to our Court, and no less, I 
think I may say, Minister to our people. Longfellow 
is, or was, @ man of whom [had alittle personal 
knowledge. I spent a morning with him once at 
the house of the late eminent physician, Sir Henry 
Holland, and as I walked away with him throug 
Hanover-sguare he was speaking to me of his friend 
Whittier. Nothing could be more kindly, more 
generous, more affectionate, than his language 
toward his brother poet. There was no rivalry, no 
jealousy. He said that he thought Whittier was a 
poet remarkable in one thing,that he seemed always 
in his writings to improve. I would like to ask you if 
you have ever read what I consider the greatest of 
the poems of the United States—thatis Lonefellow’s 
“ Song of Hiawatha.”’ Many people have ridiculed 
the “‘Song of Hiawatha” because of the simplicity 
of the meter, but if you only read the first few 
lines of it you will, I hope, feel rather as I felt, 
and be disposed, if opportunity offers, to read the 
poem through, and through again it you have al- 
ready read it. And then through that poem you 
have descriptions of Indian life and Indian legends 
which to me are of inexpressible beauty, and I do 
not hesitate to say, as far as my reading has led me 
to judge, that it isa poem that deserves to live, 
and will live, and at this moment it is the finest 
poem of any language that has been produced by 
any writer of the Uni:ed States. 

Now I shali say a word about John Greenleaf 
Whittier, because, though I have not seen him, 
yet I have had correspondence with nim, and I 
have a great affection for him; and, besides, there 
isa certain other connection, as he in the United 
States is a member of the small Church of which I 
also in this country am a member. I met some 
time ago, during the American war, an eminent 
citizen of the State of Massachusetts, who told me 
that he thought that there was no man in the 
United States whose writings at the time and for 
some years before the war had so great an influ- 
ence on public opinion in that country as the writ- 
ings of John Greenleaf Whittier; and, no doubt, 
that arose partly from this, that he wrote strongly 
on the subject of freedom and strongly against the 
system of slavery which was about to involve that 
great country in agreat civilwar. I would not 
wish to exaggerate anything with regard to the 
American poets, but [think a great deal may be 
said in their favor. Whittier himself, when he at- 
tacks the question of negro slavery and the horror 
and the curse ot it, writes in a manner whici 
must have roused the indignation and ex- 
cited the animosity of the people for 
whom he wrote against that enormous evil. 
The best gifts of his genius and pcesy are on the 
side of freedom. They have helped to do their 
work in the United States. They will do their 
work wherever the English language is spcken: 
they will tend to purify the individual and to exalt 
the nation. As I was going to say, J] would not ex- 
aggerate the productions of the American poets. 
We do not place them on a level with Milton and 
Shakespeare, but then inthis country, perhaps in 
the worla, there is but one Milton and one Shake- 
speare, and without placing them on that level we 
may accept them, as [ think all readers have now 
accepted them, as real and genuine poets, con- 
tributing through our language to human freedom, 
to human enjoyment, and to human happiness. 

I will mention one other book, and only one, that 
is not a book of poetry atall. Itisa book of his- 
tory, and to my mind the most instructive book of 
history that I have ever read. I donot mean that 
it contains more facts than some bigger books. 
Facts are abundant, but the study which it gives 
or Offers, and the lessons which it teaches, surpass 
to my mind those that I have derived from or 
found in any other book of history. I refer to 
Bancroft’s “History and Colonization of the 
United States.” Itisa booka good deal read in 
this country. It deserves to te read by 
everybody who wishes to have some true knowl- 
edge of the history of some of the most important 
events which transpired during the last century. 
Now, in reading that book you find out how colo- 
nies were planted—colonies that have become a 
great Nation, and will soon be the greatest Nation 
upon the globe—how they were governed in their 
state of infancy, how they grew, how they suffered, 
how they prospered, and became at last 
the great Nation we now see them. To 
begin with the colony of Virginia; 260 years 
ago Virginia became soon under a very free Gov- 
ernment, andif it had not been for the curse of 
slavery there is every reason to believe that Vir- 
ginia at this momeut would have been perhaps 
among the foremost or the very foremost of the 
States of the American Union. After Virginia you 
come to Maryland, and the foundation of the fine 
city of Baltimore, founded mainly by a Catholic 
noble, Lord Baltimore, and, with a liberality which 
his Church has not always displayed, he was anx- 
ious in that colony to establish firmly the principles 
of religious freedom. You come down a few years 
later and find the establishment of the colony of 
Rhode Island by Roger Williams, a name that 
deserves to be held in everlasting estimation, 
for he seems to have been almost, if not 
quite, the very first man to pronounce for 
and defend the principle of absolute free- 
dom of the human conscience. A few years 
later and you come down to the Carolinas, and 
there you have an extraordinary and almost amus- 
ing exhibition of the way in which what are called 
great men fail in doirg very simple things. We 
have there an attempt of a very eminent statesman 
~—Lord Shaftesbury—and e very eminent philoso 
pher—John Locke—who put their wise heads to- 
gether to form a Constitution for the Carolinas. It 
was to be a Constitution founded somewhat, as 
they thought, upon the same basis as the English 
Constitution of that day. It was ona basis of this 
kind that what was most to be regarded 
was property, and that nothing but prop- 
erty was th enjoy power. I need hardiy 
ell you that the Constitution absolutely 
and utterly (failed. Mr. Baneroit says of it, 
“The interests of aristocracy dreading the ex- 
istence of a proprietary yeomanry, the perpetual 
degradation of the cultivators of the soil was 
enacted.”” That was by the Constitution of these 
two eminent men, and it was only when it was got 
rid of and a simple and reasonable Constitution 
like those of tke other colonies was established 
that it was possitle for them to prosper and to be 
at peace, Wethen come to Pennsylvania, which 
was the last of them. in the year 1631, founded, as 
you know, by William Penn, who is illustrious in 
connection with the State, and where immediately 
all punishments of death except ior the worst crime 
of deliberate murder were abolished, although I 
have no doubt that thousands of persons in this 
country since that time have been put to death 
for crimes for which it has never been necessary to 
inflict that punishment in the State of Pennsyl- 
Vania. 
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“THE PERFUMERY TAX.” 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Your communication to-day from J. §S. 
Moore in regard to the proposed removal by Con- 
gress of the stamp tax on perfumery, cosmetics, 
proprietary medicines, matches, checks, &c., is 
wrong in argument and sentiment. The Hon. 
Thaddeus Stevens, Chairman of the Committee of 
Ways and Means in 1862, when the tax was first 
imposed, called ita “‘war measure,’ which, when 
the war was over, should be abolished. This 
promise has not been kept, although Congress has 
had the matter brought to their attention yearly by 
the several Presidents in their annual Messages, at 
the suggestions and recommendations of the several 
Secretaries of the Treasury and Commissioners of 
Internal Revenue who have been in office since the 
closs of the war. If Mr. J. 8. Moore will refer to 
statistics he will see how the trade of perfumery 
alone has diminished since this tax was imposed. 
Previous to that time the merchants of the United 
States sold immense lots of perfumery, with large 


profits, to South America, Mexico, and Central 
America. Continuing this tax throws that large 
trade into the hands of Europeans. Recently a 
large order for perfumery, amounting to $80,000, 
“‘cash down,” from Mexico could not be filled 
in this country, and went to France, not only be- 
cause it could be bought there cheaper, but the 
looks of the bottles would be perfect. Here the 
wrapper hasto be sold inatorn condition, as the 
Government requires the stamp to be affixed to the 
bottle before soid. 

Congress moves slowly, Mr. J. S. Moore, and it 
will be a great gain if only a portion of our unjust 
taxes can be abolished this session. The druggists 
of this country do not “ boast of ascore of million- 
aire dealers and manufacturers.” and this relief 
will allow them to extend their business to all 
parts of the world, and relieve them not only of an 
unjust tax. but by growing business inursase their 
reed for extra labor. The Republican Party will 
open their eyes at the next election if they fail to 
heed the repeated demands of the people for this 
long promised relief. Every check, for instance, 
drawn in the land ought to bring the blush of 
shame to the face of every honorable Congressman 
so long as it requires a stamp to be affixed to make 
it a legal tender. and there are enough people too 
in this country who draw scores of checks daily 
who ean and will, if required, check the careers of 
many of their heedless Representatives if they do 
not regard the wist 3s of their constituents,

If this were an art notice it would be easy te 
prove that the best portrait in this year’s Salon ig 
by Emile Lévy. It shows you an old nian of spara 
visage and high features, with the cut of a nine 
teenth-century Quixote. He faces you proudly; 
his hand is on his hip, his head thrown back, hig 
chin in the air. There is a ferocious disdain 
in his eye that awes you like the disdain of 
monomania. He has a waist like a woman, his 
frock coat is buttoned right up to the neck in 
tne style of the “Thirties;” a silk cravat, with 
fringed ends, flows over the coat, the gauntlet cuffs 
of white linen are worn outside the skin-ticht 
sleeve. The figure, unfortunately, is not a full- 
length, but we may see the full leneth of the original 
almost any day in the season in the Place Venéme, 
for in the Place Vendéme is the crack artistic and 
literary club of Paris—the Mirlitons—and to this 
club Barbey d’Aurevilly belongs. We may have to 
wait, but there can be no mistaking the object of 
our search. We shall see a tall figure, wearing ita 
70 years without the vestige of a stoop, and with 
the Old World style carried out consistently every- 
where, from the curiously brimmed hat to the wids 
trousers tapering down to a fine point, and 
strapped until they are as taut as the rigs 
ging of a man-of-war. Age tells its tale in 


the cautious slowness of the gait, as though the 
figure feared that a shock might knock it all to 
pieces. This intensifies the air of aloofness with 
which it seems to look down on avery distant 
world. The wearer of this curious, antique mask 
was once one of the lions of the Jeau monde. He 
is a little lost in our epoch, and has an air of wan- 
dering about it In a vain search for the year 1830, 
Superficial observers think they have made a great 
point against him by calling him an old fop. They 
little know their man. He has many other claims 
to distinction—he writes charmingly, he talkg 
well, but itis his great pride and joy to be a fop, 
He glories in the name as much as ever George IIL 
gioried in the name of Briton. 

His faith on this subject is all set down fn a greag 
little boek of which he is the author, which has 
Brummel for the hero of its story. He has de 
ecribed it as a book “On a Fop, by a Fon, for 
Fops.”’ “* Foppishness,” he declares, ‘** is miserably 
misunderstood; it is but a form of vanity, and van- 
ity is but a form of that desire to please which ig 
the mainspring of all good and of most great ac 
tions. It is only our incurable hypocrisy that keep¢ 
us from owning as much. Everybody wishes ta 
appear well dressed; it is the safeguard of soct< 
ety, and all that the Radicals can do with 
all their reforms will be to prevent people 
from appearing nice. Pascel was as big a dandy 
as any of them, though a canting world has chose 
to forget his six horses only; to remember Por 
Royal; and Rance, that tiger of austerity, w 
another brother of the order before he went to La 
Trappe. But we must distinguish between fop 
pishness and dandyism; foppishness is the desir 
to please others by the cultivation of outwar 
graces; dandyism !s rather the desire to = 
one's self. Dandyism is a special form of — ° 
one race, the English. who surpass al} the world iq 
the power of being themselves. The Frenchman may 
shine as a fop, but he is far too sympathetic to be 
adandy. He may put on dandyism and give him- 
self every morning his little disgusted air, but it 
will be only as ho puts onagarment. The distress- 
ing thing is that the English themselves do not 
know what a treasure they possess in this mani<« 
festation of character. They have been stupidly 
unjust to their dandies, and their Carlyle, in hig 
book on clothes, wherein he professes to treat 
of this epecies, has only built up a hugg 
monument to his own splenetic ignorance. 
He drew a fashion-plate with the drunken pencil 
of Hogarth, and cried out, “Behold dandyism.”* 
It was not even its caricature. In a certain sense 
the clothes have nothing to do witnhit; itis the 
manner of wearing them; it is the man inside, 
Lord Spencer in rags was a dandy, and Brummel 
one day in a freak set the fashion of wearing nap 
less coats by having his own scraped with glass, 
The next day half the coats in London were being 
treated in the same aay 6 He introduced a glove, 
and people raved of its beautiful fit, which showed 
the very outline of the nails beneath: but 
his superlative dandyism was not in the 
fit, it was in the fact that he had the 
glove made by five different artists, one for each 
finger and one forthe thumb. Byron knew what 
he was about when he said that he would rather 
be Brummell than Napoleon. Brummel had all 
the requisite gifts of nature for his great vocation 
—elezance and a pleasing face as a matter of 
course. with an intense sang froid that nothing 
could discountenance or disturb, and, above all, 
aquick intelligence, free from the genius thaf 
spoiled many another dandy of that glorioug 
epoch. This last disturbing quality gave 
Sheridan his superabundance of wit and = 
passion, both fatal to perfect equilibrium o 
manner, and it made Byron a dandy only 
for one moment, but something else the next, 
Brummel was a dandy at all times. Dandyism ia« 
troduces the antique calm in the midst of modern 
agitation; but the calm of the ancients came from 
the harmony of the faculties and from the force of 
a life freely developed, while the calm of dandyism 
is the repose of a mind which has made the tour 
of many ideas, and which is too disgusted for ani- 
mation. Brummel was always like this. His fault. 
less dressing and the cold lanoguor of his manx 
ners distinguished him as a boy _at Eton, 
and be was known as “Buck Brummel,”" 
the name of “Dandy” had yet to be 
No other boy had such influence in_ the 
school, except. perhaps, George Canning, and his 
was aninfluence of a totally different order. On 
leaving Oxford, Brummell went into the Tenth 
Hussars, commanded by the Prince of Wales, after- 
ward George IV., and was naturally at once taken 
to the stuffed bosom of that prince of fops. He 
possessed what the Prince must have esteemed 
most of all human things, * Youth, brought out 
into strong relief by the surety and cooiness of a 
man who had seen life, and who knew he was 
its master, the finest and the strongest mixture 
of impertinence and of respect, the genius of 
dressing, protectea by a power of repartee that 
was never without wit.” Women who, like 
priests, are always on the side of force sounded 
with their vermiiion lips the fanfare of their admi- 
ration for Brummel; they were the trumpets of his 
glory, but they remained that and nothing else, 
And herein is the originality of this great English- 
man. He was not what the world calls a libertine.’ 
In « country like England it was * piquant” to see 
a man, and sucha young man who combined in 
himself every conventional and every natural] 
charm, punishing women for their pretensions 
by abnegation of this sort. Brummel was a Suk 
tan without a handkerchief, and yet his influence 
over women was extraordinary. A Duchess wag 
overheard telling her daughter to pay particular 
attention to her attitude, gestures, and speech, if 
by chance Mr. Brummell should deign to speak to. 
her. She was right; his notice was fame, for he 
never did a common thing. Thus he gave up danc- 
ing almost at the outset of his career, He simply 
staid afew minutes at the door of a balij-room, 
took the whole thing in at a glance, judged it with 
a word, and disappeared, thus applying the famous 
principle of dandyism, “in society never go until 
you have produced your effect: the moment it is 
produced, vanish.” He knew his crushing pres 
tige. The little treatise winds up curiously; bey 
low itslast page stands “ End of Dandyism and of 
Georne Brummel.” It reads uncommonly like ag 
epitaph, : 

Peach is Barbey d’Aurevilly, and such {fs his little 
gospel. There have been worse in each kind. He 
believesin it all; and in his old world coat and cuffs 
and fringed tie, he is himself the great sublime he 
draws. He hasina manner given his life for hig 
faith. He goes far beyond the Buddhist priest in 
his vanishing point of self-contemplation, for his 
glance,as he sits on the club sofa, runs straight down 
his nose, never to rest till it reaches the toes of 
his boots. [f one might bint ata fault it is that 
there is too much repose, _It reminds one of what 
he says himself about French imitation of the 
English; it is a yutting on of the disgusted 
manner. No one couid feel quite like that 
about mankind and digest his dinner. Still he 
is a most respectable figure. He has lived for the 
idea, and he must have gone through much before 
he could get himself accepted in a country 80 stn- 
dious of conventionalities as France. Nobody now 
laugis at him in the Salon, and even the little boya 
have left off throwing stones at him in the street, 
He is 2 Conservative in politics, because if a dandy: 
thinks a little on that subject be must think in that 
way. Heis notan aggressive Couservative—that; 
would be too much trouble—but a contemptuoug 
one. Hetouches the horned beast of democracy 
with the point of the fine ven, buf 
moves off the moment it erowls, for he 
hates a row. Where he has once or twice beeq 
betrayed into expressing an opinion outside 
the range of dandyism he has made mistakes. Ha 
has written a book to prove that Goethe was 
very dull fellow, and one feels it nothing short of 
a mercythat he has nottaken Shakespeare in 
hand. Since then he has left such subjects ta 
those dandies of the second order who have genius 
as well. But occasional defeat only enhances the 
glory of general victory. This old man, like other 
men, must sometimes want to laugh, to cry, ta 
rage With passion, to sink in despair, yet it is won- 
derful to think how well he keeps all such distract- 
ing variety of human impulse in close confinemens 


under bis stays.

SEVENTEENTH REGATTA OF THE 
ATLANTIC YACHT CLUB. 

{HE CRUSADER, AGNES, GRACIE, LIZZIE L., 
THE ELEPHANT, AND CORINNE THE 
WINNERS--THE ECLIPSE TAKES THE 
LIVINGSTON MEMORIAL. 


A fleet of 23 sail—7 schooners and 16 sloops— 
kontested yesterday the seventeenth annual re- 
Fatta of the Atlantic Yacht Club. Early inthe 
Mnorning the sky was not cloudless, but the sun 
shone brightly enough to betoken a fine day, and, 
although the stillness of the atmosphere led many 
to fear that there would be no wind, the practiced 
tye of the old salt might have descried not a lew 
“mare’s tails” in space, and taken assurance there- 
from that there would be breeze enough before 
hight. Nor were-these indications delusive. When, 
Bt about 10 o’clock, the tug Cyclops, with the judges 
on board, backed out of Martin’s Docks, Brooklyn, 
and pointed her prow toward Bay Ridge. it was a 
magnificent morning, and there was already a fair 
Bailing breeze from the south-west. The mammoth 
excursion steamer Columbia, with fully 1,000 guests 
pf the club on board, and 2,000 pennants flying, fol- 
lowed the Cyclops slowly down the stream. 

Off the Atlantic Yacht Club house at Bay Ridge 
lay the fleet of yachts, some with bare poles at 
anchor, others with working sails set reaching up 


and down parallel with the shore, or shooting at 
right angles into the Upper Bay. The following is 
a list of the participating yachts, with their respec- 
tive lengths and tie names ot their owners:

_ At exactly 10:30 o’clock the preparatory gun was 
fred, and four minutes later the second gun asa 
signal for classes A, B, and C to start. The 
Ranger was reaching in toward shore at this 
time On a starboard tack, and she immediately 
hauled up close to the wind and went over 
In advance of the rest of the fleet at 
10:35:45. The Atalanta followed next at 10:37:30, 
and the Clytie went over third at 10:88:25. 
The third gun signaling classes D, E, and F to start 
Was fired at 10:38. The schooners Crusader and 
Sunshine and the sloops Pirate and Lizzie L. went 
over in a bunch between 10:39 and 10:40, and later 
the sloops Eclipse, Christine, Genia, Royer, Linda, 
and Kelpie, also in a bunch, presented a remark- 
ably pretty sight. An interval of five minutes 
after the starting gun was allowed for the yachts 
to cross the line, and all that were later were 
handicapped accordingly. The Crusader, Triton, 
hud Sunshine among the schooners and the Gracie, 
Caprice, and Elephant among the sloops were 
handicapped in this manner. The Gracie, having 
bo competitor in the race, laid behind at the start, 
Bod took it easily ail over the course. After cross- 
ing the line the yachts all reached off on 
the port tack toward Tompkinsville, Staten Island. 
The tide was a little more than half ebb, and asthe 
yachts in crossing the Bay got its full strength, it 
tarried them well down the Bay. At Staten island 
the fleet divided. Some of the yachts stood over 
Dn the starboard tack for Coney Island, while oth- 
ers made short tacks along the Staten Island shore 
nnd the west bank. The boats that took the Coney 
Island course gained, chiefly from the force of the 
tide, considerable advantage over those that fol- 
lowed the west bank. When the body of the fleet 
bad passed through the Narrows the schooner Ata- 
lanta and the sloup Lizzie L. were far ahead and 
well down in the Lower Bay. 

The Cyclops was steaming ahead of the yachts 
for the stake-boat near buoy No.8, and much 
Bstonishment, and not a little anxiety, was oc- 
casioned among those on board at seeing the 
Columbia, which was several miles astern, put 
ebout and steam back for the City. It was not 
until the Cyclops had "iaid to” alongside the buoy 
that the Columbia was seen again coming down 
through the Narrows. Shebad turned back merely 
to station a man at the finishing point to take the 
time of the leading yachts on their return, as the 
freshening wind presaged that the Cyclops would 
not be able to overtake them. The leading yachts 
rounded the stake-boat at buoy No, 8 as follows:

The other yachts were straggling in the rear. 
Outside the Hook there was not so much breeze 
Bpparently as inside; it was also more from the 
Routh than south-west. The sea was not exactly 
rough, yetthere was an able ground swell on, 
and the Columbia rocked about upon it in a 
manner that must have been very trying to 
many of the numerous ladies on board. The 
Cyclops could not wait to let the judges take the 
time of the yacnts as they rounded the Scotland 
Light-ship, it being evident that both the Atalanta 
aod Crusader would reach the Sandy Hook Light- 
ship aimost as soon as she in anyevent. Alter 
rounding the Scotland the yachts headed for the 
Sandy Hook, with comparatively free sheets, aud 
poey fairiy fiew over the water. The Atalanta, still 
eading the fleet, rounded the Sandy Hook Light- 
Bhip at 1:36:20, but the Crusader, Clytie, Lizzie L., 
Eclipse, and Gracie in the order named were fol- 
lowing fast on her heels. As soon as the yachts 
turned their prows homeward the canvas was piled 
Dn in the way of balloon jibs, balloon staysuils, 
spinnakers, &c., and they looked like fiying clouds 
of canvas. The Crusader gained somewhat on the 
Atalanta coming up, the Gracie overhauled the 
Clytie, and the two left the rest of the fleet far 
Astern.

ALDERMANIC PROCEEDINGS.

and to regulate the license fees charged by the 
City for the cars of the line, and whether 
such fees have hitherto been paid.

A FIGHT FOR ALDERMANIU HONORS

THE TITLE TO OFFICE OF THE PRESENT 
ALDERMEN IN DISPUTE. 

The title to office of the present Board of 
Aldermen is disputed by two sets of persons. One 
of these is known asthe Wolf Board of Aldermen, 
and its members claim to have been elected Alder- 
men upona general ticket in accordance with the 
charter of 1870. The other consists of persons who 
assert that they have been elected under the Don- 
gan charter of the pre-Revolutionary period. This 
charter is resorted to for authority on the ground 
that all statutes relating to the subject have been 
repealed or are inoperative. The Wolf Board of 
Aldermen obtained permission from the Attorney- 
General to sue the Aldermen now in office for the 
purpose of ousting them as usurpers. Soon after 
this action was begun the Dongan charter Alder- 
men, whose interests are adverse to both 
other bodies, asked for and obtained Jeave 
to become parties defendant. The main 
ground of the complaint is that section 
4 of the charter of 1873 is unconstitutional because 
it provides for minority representation in the 
Board of Aldermen. As the present Aldermen 
were elected under that section, it is averred that 
they have no right to office, and that the plaintiffs, 
having been regularly voted for under the charter 
of 1870, are properly entitled to the places now oc- 
cupied by them. in their answer the defendants 
assert that they were legaliy elected and ask for 
the dismissal of the complaint on the ground of a 
misjoinder of separate causes of action. This al- 
leged misjoinder lies in the fact that some memn- 
bers of the present Board of Aldermen are alzo 
sued as members of the board of 1881. The reason 
forthe action against them as Aldermen in both 
years is that the plaintiffs claim office from the first 
Monday of January, 1881, having been voted for at 
the election in November, 1880. 

The trial of the case was begun yesterday before 
Judge Van Vorst and a jury in the Supreme Court, 
Circuit. Messrs. Christopher Fine and Wilson S. 
Wolf appeared for the plaintiffs. Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel David J. Dean represented the 
present Board of Aldermen, and Mr. John Quinn 
appeared for the Dongan charter Aldermen. The 
latter, although nominally defendants, are second- 
ing as far asthey are able the efforts of the plain- 
tiffs. Their purpose is to come :n and ask to 
have their claims to office recognized as soon 
as the Aldermen now in office are ousted, 
if they ever are. The proceedings yester- 
day went on very quietly until Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Dean offered as prima 
facie evidence of the title of the sitting Aldermen 
the certificate of election filed in the County 
Clerk’s office by the Board of County Canvassers. 


Mr, Fine ovjected to this, on the ground that the | 
certificates received by the several Aldermen now | 


holding office are the only prima facie evidence of 
their title. Judge Van Vorst overruled this ob- 
jection, holding that the general certificate, or 
record of yotes cast, was proper evidence. Mr. 
Fine then objected to its reception unless it 
was shown by oral testimony to have come 
from the County Clerk’s office. Considerable time 
was spent in arguing this matter, but when Judge 
Van Vorst bad decided in his favor Mr. Fine ob- 
jected to the certificate altogether, and madea 
ong argument which lasted until the court was 
adjourned. He contended that the certificate was 
invalid and worthless because made by ani illegal 
body. The charter of 1878, he said, turned the Al- 
dermen into Supervisors for certain purposes, and 
then changed them from Supervisors into County 
Canvassers. The Aldermen were chosen under an 
unconstitutional law, and therefore all theiractsas 
Aldermen, Supervisors, or Canvassers were illegal 
and worthless. It followed, Mr. Fine insisted, that 
the certificate of election offered by Mr. Dean was 
worthless and inadmissible as evidence. He then 
argued that section 4 of the charter of 1873 was un- 
constitutional because it conflicted with Article II. 
of the State Constitution, which provides that 
every voter shall have the right to vote upon 
every question submitted to tne people. This 
right, he insisted, was restricted or attempted to 
be overtbrown altogether by section 5 of the char- 
ter, which provides for the election of Aldermen 
by Senate districts, three in each district, each 
voter having the right to vote for but two candi- 
dates. He argued that the system of minority rep- 


resentation was adopted and maintained in the | 


charter of 1873, notwithstanding that several efforts 
madeto amend the State Constitution so as to 
make it agreeable to such representation 
failed. Mr. Fine urged that 
charter was unconstitutional the whole scheme of 
the charter was invalid, because alits parts were 
intercepeudent and ineffective apart from one an- 
other. 

The plan of the defense is to ask the court to 
rule in favor of the defendants onthe ground of 
precedent, the system of minority

Court. The effect of such a ruling would be to 
leave the question of the unconstitutionality of the 
charter of 1873 to be determined by the Court of 
Appeals,

A SU1T FOR BREACH OF PROMISE. 


MR. HENRY FLEMING’S DEFENSE TO MISS 
LIVINGSTON’S ACTION. 

Counsel for the defendant in the suit for 
breach of promise of marriage brought by Mary 
Alice Almont Livingston, of Remsen-street, Brook- 
lyn, against Henry Fleming, President of the Cen- 
tral Refining Company, whose offices are at No. 


126 Pearl-street, in this City, served notice on the | 


plaintiff's attorney, yesterday, of an application to 
be made to the Kings County Supreme Court for 
an order appointing an open commission to exam- 
ine Eveline M. Bliss, the mother of the plaintiff, be- 
fore trial. The complaint in the breach of prom- 
ise suit charges that Miss Livingston, who, 
being under 20 years of age, sues through 
a guardian ad litem, was seduced by the 
Gefendant under promise of marriage, on the 
22a of June 1881, in the City of New-York, 
It is further charged that the plaintiff bore a child 
in January last, of whom the defendant, Fleming, 
is the father. Fleming’s answer admits that he had 
been criminally intimate with the plaintiff, but al- 
leges ‘‘that at all times mentioned in the com- 
plaint the plaintiff was (and for a long time prior 
thereto) a prostitute, and an inmate of a notorious 
house of prostitution, where she resided under the 
name of Lawrence.’’ The defendant further alleges 
that the plaintiff’s mother, Eveline M. Bliss had re- 
sided on Sixth-avenue, New-York, until the breach 
of promise suit was commenced, and that 
she then moved to Tom’s River, N. J., for 
the purpose of avoiding asubpcena, The defend- 
ant claims that the plaintiff's mother visited her 
daughter, who was known as Mrs, Lawrence, at a 
house of ill-fame in this City, and that she knew 
the real character of her daughter, who now 
passes under the name of Miss Livingston. All 
these facts, or alleged facts, the defendant de- 
sires to prove by the testimony of the plaintiff’s 
mother before trial. The plaintiff sues for $75,000. 
The defendant declares that the suit is simply an 
attempt to levy black-mail, and asserts that he has 
already paid the plaintiff large sums of money.

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BANKERS’ TAXA- 


Kelly & Co. to recover taxes on the firm's capital 
as bankers from the year 1865 to 1880 was tried 
yesterday in the United States District Court. The 
claim was made by the Government that bankers’ 
capital, like bank shares, was liable to tax, and in 
1880 Revenue Agent Hale came to this City and 
made some investigations as to the capital of varl- 
ous banks and bankers, among the firms who per- 
mitted him to examine their books being the de- 
fendant firm. On the claim of the Government 
since 1880 the firm has paid tax onitscapital. Gen. 
Henry E. Tremain, who appeared for the defend- 
ants, argued that it would be highly unjust and 
inequitable to tax a banker’s capital for the reason 
that another banker whose credit was good might do 
business without agsy definite capital at all, and 
thus avoia taxation. Revenue Collector Blake tes- 
tified that Belmont, Brown Brothers & Co., and 
other great firms paid no tax on their capital, and 
refused to allow their books to be examined. 

Judge Brown directed the jury to render a ver 
dict for the defendants, holding that the funds on 
which tax was claimed did uot constitute capital, 
and could not be held subject to tax.

COLUMBIA’S PRIZE LECIURESHIPS. 

At a special meeting of the Academy of Po- 
litical Science of Columbia College held on Satur- 
day evening Jast, Prof. Burgess, Dean of the Fac- 
ulty of the Political Sciences, announced that the 
Trustees of Columbia College had established three 
prize lectureships in the School of Political Seience. 
‘The lecturers are to be designated by the Faculty 
of that school from members of the academy who 
shall have graduated either from the School of Po- 
litical Science or from the Law School of Columbia 
College and have taken a two years’ course in the 
School of Political Science; they are to hold office 
forthree years and be re-eligible; during their 
term they shall deliver an annual course of 20 
lectures, and _ shail be entitled to receive 
the sum of $500 per annum. The appoint- 
ments are to begin in June, 1883. It is 
confidently believed that the establishment of 
this system of prize lectureships will tend to raise 
up a body of trained, educated, and competent in- 
structors, well fitted to supply in future the vacan- 
cies which may occur here and elsewhere in the 
Faculties of the Historical and Political Sciences, 
Prof. Burgess announced, further, that Mr. Isaac 
L. Rice, President of the academy, had been ap- 
pointed Lecturer on the Bibliography of History and 
the Political Sciences at the School of Political 
Sciences and Librarian of the Political Science 
Library.

MR. ROOSEVELT RESIGNS 


DECLINING 70 SERVE LONGER AS 
A BRIDGE TRUSTEE. 

WHY HE LEAVES THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
——-QUEER REPORTS FROM THE ENGINEER 
AND MISPLACED CONFIDENCE IN THE 
EDGEMOOR TRON COMPANY. 

Alderman Robert B, Roosevelt, who was ap- 
pointed a member of the Board of Trustees of the 
Brooklyn bridge three years ago by Mayor Cooper, 
handed to Mayor Grace yesterday his resignation. 


Mr. Rooseyelt’s letter resigning the office was as 


follows: 
New-York, June 12, 1882. 
The Hon, Wiliam R. Grace: 

Deak Sir: I desire hereby to resign the office to 
which you appomted me & year ago, that of Trustee 
of the New-York and Brooklyn bridge, and present to 
you my reaso s fer so doing. 

I have heid the position on your appointment and 
that of your predecessor for three years, and yet to- 
day Lam but little better acquainted with the inner 
management of the departiment than I was when 
first appointed. Nor dol think that this is due to any 
fault of my own, for | have endeavored as well as [ 
was able to inform myself; have 
pains, and have performed some unpleasant 
acts, but could hit upon no way of effecting my ob 
ject, Information would oceasionally leak out which 
certainly suprised me, and seemed to surprise many 
ofthem equally. 1 may mention, among these acci- 
dental discoveries, the fact that many telegraph and 
telephone companies were running their wires over 
the bridge without paving for a privilege which their 
own oifers subsequently proved to be very valuable. 
And, again, the more astounding fact that one mem- 
ber had, withour consultation with, or the approval 
of, the board, increased the weight of the suspended 
superstructure from 5,£00 ton 6,700 tons, 

The employes of the department have remained a 
long time in office and are bound together, and seem 
doubly bound to secrecy. | have endeavored to in- 
troduce at least one :ew man to the office of ‘reus- 
urer, which became vacant by death, but have failed 
to break in upon the solid phalanx, «nd no outsider, 
in my opinion, will ever understand precisely how 
matters are conducted, I wish in this connection to 
strongly emphasize the statement that I know of 
nothing wrong, nothing involving impropriety, or 
even neglect. [ simply know nothing,’ and do not 
propose to remain a member of a board charged with 
public duties without knowing everything of its 
affairs. I should have resigned sooner, but | waited 
only for one purpose: that was to ascertain conciu- 
sively whether the structure was safe beyond a!l per- 
adventure before it sh/uld be opened to the public. 
My reasons for uncertainty were founded upon the 
reports of the chief engineer, Mr. Roebling. I cannot 
go into the detail of these, but will refer to the more 
sallent contradictions they contain. He stated in one 
report that the superstructure was intended to carry 
1,200 tons weight; a subsequent report admitted that 
he bad added 1,200 tons dead weight in material 
alone! One report says that this addition of weight 
was made against his earnest protest, and that he re- 
sisted it for three munths; another says it improved 
and strengthened the bridge immensely! One report 
states that he made the change only under pressure 
which he could not resist, and another that it was 
done of his own motion and to meet the unexpected 
reguirements of the travel between the two cities. I 
could quote many otber inconsistencies, the last being 
on the question of the expense of completing the 
entire undertaking, which one report put at S6V0,000,

But when the Soopayahiat was herself 
aguin she made it so uncomfortable tor 
the royal husband that he was _ forced 
to put his new wife away. Not content with 
this triamph, the Queen prevailed on her weak- 


| minded husband to have the new Queen punished, 


and she carried her point so far as to persuade the 
King to order her rival to be beaten with rods, 
The unfortunate young Queen was dragged into 
the presence of the Soopayahlat, and, though far 
advanced in pregnancy, was inhumanly beaten to 
death with clubs, the Queen calmly sitting out the 
entire scene. To prevent the story of the murder 
getting abroad the Queen ordered all those who 
were aware of the crime to be imprisoned. Among 
those whom this order affected were the ex- 
Kullah-Woon (Governor for Foreigners) aud his 
family, who were first severely beaten with 
rods and then lodged safely in jail. So great 
is the sense of desolation in Mandalay 
that a recent arrival from that city has de- 
scribed it as a city of the dead. A reign of 
terror holds sway, neighbor distrusts peighbor, 
friend suspects friend, «nd those who speak Eng- 
lish imploringly ask interlocutors to address them 
in English to avoid being understood by passers- 
by. Andto the author of this state of things our 
Queen is asked to extend the hand of friendship, 
and, for purposes of trade, to condone all these out- 
rages on our humanity. Lord Ripon cannot enter- 
tain any hopes of concluding a treaty with the 
Government of Ava while the Soopayablat reigns 
supreme; neither can he degrade our nation by 
receiving the Embassy, and thereby condoning 
these murders. But the matter does not end here. 
The Chief Commissioner of British Burmah has 
expressed a resolve not to overlook the indignities 
to which the Kullah-Woon and his family have 
been subjected. Mr. Bernard argues that, though 
these people have taken the oath of allegiance to 
Theebaw, they, as born British subjects, are not 
thereby deprived of their privileges as such, and 
it seems more than probable that the imprison- 
ment of the Kullah-Woon may have more impor- 
tant issues hinging upon it than we are at present 
aware of.

The argument sent to the Governor by the 
elevated railroad companies in reply to the 
objections filed by the Mayor and Controller 
to the taxation relief bill is not likely 
to contain anything not already urged by 
Mr. Jay GOULD in support of this scheme 
of legislative spoliation. The Governor’s 
duty in the matter is sufficiently clear, and 
in spite of rumors to the contrary, there is 
no reason to suppose that it will not be 
faithfully performed Were there no 
other objection to the bill than is to be 
found in its manner of dealing with the 
companies’ obligation to pay back taxes, 
there would be reason enough for vetoing it. 
The clause which professes to adjust the 
questions pending in the courts between the 
City and the roads is framed with an obvi- 
ous purpose to enable the companies to take 
a snap judgment in their own favor. Every 
man who voted in the Legislature for this 
piece of palpable jobbery is justly re- 
garded as a traitor to the public trust 
which was placed in his hands. The 
Governor who should sign such a 
bill would challenge public condemnation in 
a way calculated to place his re-election be 
yond the power of any party or of any politi- 
cal combination, however unscrupulous and 
adroit, 


The trial of the star route conspirators 
proceeds slowly chiefly because of the per- 
tinacity with which counsel for the defense 
interpose objections to the admission of 
every scrap of documentary evidence 
offered by the Government. The inter- 
est of yesterday’s proceedings centred in 
the testimony of a sub-contractor who 
performed the service on one of the short 
routes held by the Dorsey party. The main 
point brought out by his testimony was that 
the Government had paid $2,200 a year for 
‘‘expedition,’”’ when, in pointof fact, there 
had been no shortening of the time of carry- 
ing the mail at all. The sub-contractor 
was blissfully ignorant of the additional al- 
lowance made for expedition, though he was, 
by the terms of his agreement, entitled to re- 
ceive 65 per cent. of it, and though he had 
helped to circulate the petition for addition- 
al trips to which the request for a 13 hours’ 
schedule had been added after it passed 
put of his hands. In point of fact, he 
bad never required more than 12 hours’ 
time to traverse his route, and the pretense 
that 18 hours meant ‘‘ expedition’? was the 
baldest kind of fraud.. The swindle was a 
relatively small one, but it is’a very instruc- 
tive, and ought to prove a very damaging, 
illustration of star route methods.

The Senate Committee on Finance has 
agreed on two important amendments to the 
Bank Cy bill. One is that of Senator 
SuermaN, which provides for the substi- 
tution of 8 per cent. for 3} per cent, 
bonds, the new bonds to be redeemable at 
the pleasure of the United States after all 
igher rate bonds redeemable in the same 
manner have been called in. The purpose 
of this amendment is, of course, to provide 
for the security of bank circulation without 


compelling the banks to resort to the 
higher rate bonds, which now command so 
high a premium. The second amendment 
is that of Senator ALLIson, which provides 
for the issue of gold certificates of deposit, 
to be receivable for public dues and counted 
in the lawful reserve of banks. This isa 
modification of Mr. AL.ison’s original 
amendment. It is not certain how these 
changes will be received by the Senate, but 


they are clearly in the right direction. 
——— 


The error of the revision of the statutes 
by which the duty on knit goods, including 

osiery and underwear made of woo and 
cotton, has been changed from 85 per cent. 
and 50 cents per pound to 85 per cent. only 
ought to be corrected. It is not, as the knit 
goods men claim, due to them as a matter 
of justice, because, while they ought to have 
a duty on their product equivalent to the 
duty on wool, the duty which they now 
claim is far greater than that. ‘The duty on 
wool is from 40 to 60 per cent., say an 
average of 50 per cent., but on the wool 
used in knit goods, which is rarely 
more than 40 per cent., the actual duty 
paid cannot amount to more than 
the 35 per cent. which the error in revision 
still leaves them, whereas the duty which 
they ask ranges from 65 per cent. to over 80 
per cent. Thus the statement in the manu- 
facturers’ resolution that ‘‘ the duties now 
collectible on woolen and wersted knit 
goods are much lower than the duties upon 
raw wools’”’ is misleading, and, in effect, 
false. But the error should be corrected 
because it is an error, and the tariff laws, 
bad as they are, should be kept as stable and 
consistent as possible, and duties should be 
reduced, not by accident, but intelligently and 
deliberately. 





Mr. Rozert B. Roosevett has resigned 
his position asa member of the Board of 
Trustees of the East River bridge, in a letter 
which, while studiously disavowing any im- 
putations of either impropriety or neglect in 
the conduct of the board, leaves the impres- 
sion that its business is conducted in a very 
peculiar way. That will hardly be news 
to those who have watched the progress of 
the work and who are at all familiar with 
the long-established disparity between prom- 
ise and performance in its execution, but it 
is a public reminder, which can hardly be 
disregarded, of the need of a little more 
frankness on the part of the Trus- 
tees and their employes. That Mr. 
ROOSEVELT, in spite of persistent efforts 
to obtain information, should be almost as 
little acquainted with the immner manage- 
ment of the board as when he was first ap- 
pointed is a fact which, assuming him to be 
& man of ordinary intelligence, needs ex- 
planation. The singular contradictions in 
the reports of the chief engineer, the ap- 
parently capricious way in which his 
opinions have been set aside, and the serious 
misrepresentations which have been made as 
to the cost of finishing the structure are all 
sufficiently familiar to newspaper readers, 
but have never been satisfactorily explained. 
The statement that the bridge will probably 
not be finished for two years is evidently 
based on a presumed continuance of the 
reckless disregard of their engagements by 
the Edgemoor Iron Company, and is only too 
likely to prove true. 


THE REPUBLICANS OF MAINE. 

The political canvass in Maine seems 
likely to be free from the confusion that has 
characterized the politics of that State for 
some years past. The Republicans at least 
appear to be harmonious and _ hopeful. 
Although there are half a dozen parties or 
factions in the field, the contest bids fair to 
come back to a trial of strength between the 
Republicans and Democrats. The ‘‘ Simon 
Pure’? Greenbackers under the lead of 
Soton Cast have torn themselves away 
from the ‘‘fusion’’ and made the proprietor 
of Them Steers their candidate for Gov- 
ernor, They have thereby maintained what 
they are pleased to call their principles, but 
have reduced themselves to a small and 
harmless party of political ‘‘cranks’’ by the 
process. The so-called Greenbackers who 
still favor the ‘‘fusion’’ have already re- 
nominated Gov. PuaisTEp, whose election 
in 1880 was hailed as a great Dem- 
ocratic triumph by the Superb can- 
didate for the Presidency who at that 
time weighed down the national Democratic 
Party. It is expected that the Democrats, 
who are to hold their convention at Lewis- 
ton two weeks hence, will again accept the 
lead of the mongrel Greenbackers and keep 
up the “‘ fusion,’”’ but it is doubtful if many’ 
of the formerly dissatisfied Republicans will 
auhere to their ranks. Practically, Mr. 
PLAISTED, who in years past was a Repub- 
lican, will be dependent upon a Democratic 
following for support. The Prohibitionists 
are supposed to be still somewhat divided, 
and, although the great body of them will 
support the Republican ticket, there is a 
small set of impracticables who are never 
content without their own little organization, 
founded on one idea. In view of the decla- 
rations of the Portland Convention yester- 
day it is hard to see how any party can be 
more prohibitory than the Republicans of 
Maine profess to be. They are in favor of 
enforcing absolute prohibition of the liquor 
traffic in all parts of the State and incorpo- 
rating it as a permanent policy in the State 
Constitution. 

Yesterday’s convention, which contained 
more than 1,300 delegates, performed its 
work harmoniously and expeditiously. It 
nominated a candidate for Governor and 
four candidates for Congress, as the entire 
delegation is to be chosen by general ticket 
from the State at large. Col. FREDERICK 
Rostk, who was nominated for Governor, 
is believed to be generally acceptable 
to the prohibitionists. Messrs. Resp and 
DinGiey, the present Republican mem- 
bers of Congress from the State, were 
unanimously renominated, and the other 
two candidates, C. A. BouTELLE and Sera 
D. MILLIKEN, were nominated in the dis- 
tricts in which they lived in 1880, being de- 
feated at the election by Lapp and Murcg, 
the Greenback fusionists. The only other 
person receiving any considerable number 
of votes was STEPHEN D. Linpsay, who 
was also a defeated candidate in 1880. The 
decrease of the representation of the State 
left no place for him, but he seems to have 
retained the support of the delegates from 
the old Third District. Mr. Frye played a 
prominent part in the convention, and had 


a special interest in the fact that a Lezisla-. 


ture is to be elected which will have the 
choosing of his successor in the United 
States Senate. If the Republicans are suc- 
cessful he expects to be that successor, aad 
his colleague, Mr, Hae, who presided over 
the convention, no doubt expressed the 
sentiment of the party in the State when he 
declared that it desired Mr. Fry to retain 
his seat for six years more. 


The platform adopted yesterday doubtless 
embodied the principles of the party as they 
are understood in the somewhat unprogres- 
sive Pine Tree State. For the first time in 
many years, however, there was no indica- 
tion of the existence of a ‘‘sectional issue,’’ 
though there was very properly a declara- 
tion in behalf of the ‘fundamental princi- 
ple’ of a free ballot and an honest 
count, The national questions touched upon 
relate to the tariff, shipping interests, and 


the finances of the country. The revenue, 


reform idea does not appear to have made 
great progress in Maine. The Republicans 
declare themselves in favor of protection for 
American industries and labor against ‘‘un- 
just competition of the product of cheap 
foreign labor.’’ This has such meaning as 
may be put upon it, but doubtless it 
was intended to imply that there is 
danger of such ‘‘unjust competition,” 
and that a protective tariff is a safe- 
guard against it. We doubt if all Re- 
publicans in the State of Maine believe 
this. A demand is made for a modification 
of our navigation laws ‘‘so as to discrimi- 
nate in favor of and not against our shipping 
interests,’’ and a protest is made against al- 
lowing an American registry to foreign-built 
ships. In regard to national finances the Re- 
publicans of Maine express views that are on 
the whole eminently sound, though their 
desire for a continuance of the policy ofa 
rapid payment of the public debt is probably 
not unconnected with their wish that a 
high protective tariff should be main- 
tained. Their prohibitory ideas, how- 
ever, do not permit them to regard with 
favor a reduction of the revenue tax on 
liquors. They declare that gold and silver 
coin are the only legal tender authorized by 
the Constitution, that the dollar of the two 
metals should have the same intrinsic value, 
and that all paper curreney should be 
redeemable in coin, and they favor the pres- 
ervation of the national bank system. Their 
ideas regarding the relations of silver and 
gold in the coinage are somewhat foggy, but 
at bottom they seem to be in favor of sound 
finance. The Republicans of Maine start on 
their canvass, which stands a little apart 
from the rest of the country, with very en- 
couraging prospects. 
MR. BLALNE’S VICTIMS. 

At this late day it makes very little differ- 
ence to anybody except Mr. BLarne whether 
during his term of office as Secretary of 
State he was a sort of silent partner in the 
Crédit Industriel, or simply a virtu- 
ous officer of the United States Gov- 
ernment, much bored by the persistent 
agents of that intriguing company, but 
treating them, nevertheless, at all times with 
greatest politeness. Mr. Rosert E. 
RAaNDALL’s testimony, given last month be- 
fore the sub-committee of the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, supports the silent 
partner theory. Mr. Buatne’s statement of 
yesterday is in direct contradiction of 
Mr. RaNnDALL, and puts the ex-Secretary 
before the country in the light of 
aman purer than his maiigners, wiser than 
most of his fellow-countrymen, and particu- 
larly than his successor in office, and one, 
withal, who has done more service to the 
State than the State knows of. Let a deep- 
ly interested people choose whichever picture 
seems the fairer, as taste or personal incli- 
nation may direct. Mr. Buarne does not 
say that Mr. Ranpauu lied. He intimates 
that he is mistaken merely, or the victim of 
a treacherous memory. But some who read 
the testimony will say that itis Mr. BLAIne 
who has forgotten or is mistaken. It is 
wholly a matter of taste, for it happens, 
most unfortunately for the truth of history, 
that the points in dispute are not matters of 
record, but statements made and impressions 
given in informal, unrecorded conversation.

The fact the public regards, however, is 
the striking similarity of the case of the 
Crédit Industriel to that of Mr. SarpHEeRD’s 
Peruvian Company. Each of these concerns 
thought it had secured a sympathizing friend 
and powerful ally in Mr. Buarne. In that 
sad day when the scales fell from the eyes 
of Mr. SurpHerp and Mr. RANDALL they 
saw that they, not Mr. Buarne, had been 
dupes and tools, held in readiness at all 
times to serve the necessities of his South 
American policy, a policy not to be compre- 
hended by any finite mind save its author’s, 
but which worked chiefly through ‘‘ pres- 
sure,’’ which might have to be applied 
at one moment in Lima, the next in Santia- 
go. Mr. SurpHerRD wanted to use the 
power of the United States Government to 
wrest from Peru a recognition of the valid- 
ity of the Cochet and Landreau claims. At 
his first interview with Mr. BLAINE he asked 
for ‘‘a preliminary injunction’”’ forbidding 
the apportionment of Peru’s guano and oth- 
er property among her creditors. According 
to Mr. SuipHerp, the Secretary of State 
‘‘instantly responded,”’ ‘* That you will get, 
and I will make it my first business,’’ 
Mr. Buarne, it should be understood, denies 
all this. But it is also to be noted that Mr. 
SHIPHERD went on all Summer writing to 
all sorts of persons, particularly to our late 
Minister to Peru, Gen. HuriBut, that the 
State Department was his best friend and 
the Government of the United States one of 
the most influential and deeply interested 
members of the Peruvian Company compi- 
nation. 

Observe the striking likeness to this of 
Mr. RaNDALU’s experience. Mr. RanDALL 
approached Mr. Buatme in the interests of 
the Crédit Industriel, a French company 
which wished the United States Government 
to set up a protectorate over Peru, or a 
part of it, in order that the agents of 
the company might continue the lucrative 
business of gathering and shipping guano 
without molestation from Chili. According 
to Mr. RANDALL, the head of the State De- 
partment promised nearly everything he 
wished. He was consulted about the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Hurusut; Mr. Tres- 
cor’s instructions were submitted to 
him for his approval. He and _ his 
colleagues, Mr. Suarez and the Count pg 
MOoONTFERRAND, had very frequent interviews 
with Mr. Buarng. and up to the end of Mr. 
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Buarnez’s term of office Mr. RanpaLu 
says he had no reason to suppose that he 
was not, as it were, a bosom friend of the 
Secretary. He certainly thought the United 
States Government was sitting up nights to 
devise ways .nd means to help the Crédit 
Industriel. The unsuspecting man shared 
SHIPHERD’s delusions. 


Mr. Buatne denies this also. He declares 
that he despised Ranpaut and his Crédit 
Industriel, and that the idea of a protec- 
torate in its interest was wildly absurd. 
Now, this simply proves that Mr. 
BuaIng is the most astute man 
of his time. He kept Ssrpaerp and 
RANDALL ‘‘on the string’”’ for months, play- 
ing with them as a consummate coquette 
plays with ardent and simultaneous lovers, 
so skillfully that neither grew jealous 
of the other or suspected his hollow- 
ness and insincerity. Mr. BLarne says 
he gave neither of these gentlemen any 
reason to hope that their schemes would get 
any favors from the State Department. 
This, of course, refers to written and official 
reasons to hope; for itis not possible that 
without some encouragement of that in- 
tangible kind which Mr. Buarng knows so 
well how to give the agents of the Pe- 
Tuvian Company and the Crédit Indus- 
triel would have hung uround the 
State Department all Summer in the best of 
spirits, confident of realizing their fond 
hopes. Mr. Buarne himself has told us 
that it is not the cold written line, but the 
expressive spoken word, which contains 
the spirit of a diplomat’s instructions. 
The first may be quoted to plague 
the writer; the other comes always 
within the range of safe denial. In 
his latest testimony, therefore, Mr. BLAINE 
but confirms our previous judgment of his 
relations to the enterprises which sought his 
official aid. He used them while contriv- 
ing to make them think that he was their 
unselfish friend and patron. 


THE JAPANESE INDEMNITY. 


The recent debate in the Senate on the 
proposition to return to Japan the indemnity 
exacted from it, in 1864, was most unfortu- 
nate. It exhibited ina somewhat conspic- 
uous light one of the weaknesses of a repub- 
lican form of government. Under the the- 
ory and practice of our Republic, almost any 
man who preserves the outward semblance 
of decency can be elected to the Senate. 
Under the law, no Senator or Representative 
can be called to account, elsewhere, for 
words uttered in debate in the sacred 
precincts of the Capitol. Public opin- 
ion may rate as corrupt and vile a 
Senator whose antecedents are notoriously 
bad, but when he isin the Senate he theo- 
retically occupies a position equal in purity 
to that of the noblest and best of men. 
Therefore if it should happen that immoral 
and tainted men should charge, in the United 
States Senate, venal and mercenary motives 
to those who advocate any public measure, 
there is no direct opportunity for the natural 
reply that none but a bad man, acquainted 
with bribery and corruption, could possibly 
have suggested anything so base and mean. 
The bill to return the Japanese indemnity, 
principal and interest, has been defeated by 
a persistent cry of ‘‘Lobby! Lobby!’’ The 
Senate, by a vote of 35 to 13, has decided to 
return the principal without the interest. 





The history of the so-called Japanese in- 
demnity is an interesting one. In 1863 
there prevailed in Japan a‘civil war. The 
native Princes, who had maintained a feudal 
power much like that once enjoyed by 
the English Barons, were at war with 
the central Government. One of these, 
the Prince of NaGato, commanded the 
Strait of Shimonoseki, one of the gates of 
the inland sea of Japan. This sea is in- 
closed by the continuous territory of the 
empire, as the sea of Marmora is 
inclosed by the Turkish Empire. An 
American steamer, in defiance of 
treaty and international usage and obliga- 
tions, undertook to navigate that sea, pas- 
sing through the strait commanded by the 
batteries of the Prince of Nacaro. She 
was fired on, and, without damage, returned 
by another passage. The owners of the 
steamer made a claim upon the Japanese 
Government, alleging damages amounting 
to $10,000. This waspromptly paid. Sub- 
sequently, a French gun-boat and a Dutch 
man-of-war were also fired upon from the 
batteriesat Shimonoseki. The United States 
sloop-of-war Wyoming was ordered to avenge 
the insult offered to the American flag, 
(the $10,000 indemnity not being then 
paid,) and she accordingly sailed to Shi- 
monoseki and inflicted great damage. Then, 
at the instigation of the British Minister, an 
expedition for the summary castigation of 
the rebellious Prince was organized. The 
fleet consisted of nine British war steamers, 
carrying 164 guns and 2,850 men; three 
French war steamers, with 64 guns and 951 
men, and four Dutch war steamers, carry- 
ing 50 guns and 951 men. The American 
Republic was represented by a chartered 
private vessel, carrying 1 gun and 17 men, 
commanded by a Lieutenant of the Navy. 

‘This formidable force destroyed the last 
vestiges of the batteries and fleet of the 
Prince of Nagarto, and left only desolation 
and silence where the defiant feudal poten- 
tate had so lately held possession. Under 
the leadership of Great Britain, whose flag 
had never appeared in all this unhappy busi- 
ness, except when the rebel Prince was to be 
punished, and none of whose subjects 
had been concerned in the outrages com- 
mitted, negotiations were opened with 
the Government of Japan looking for a 
speedy reparation of damages inflicted. The 
result was that the Japanese Government 
agreed to pay an‘ indemnity of $3,000,000 
to the four treaty powers—Great Britain, 
France, the Netherlands, and the United 
States. Of this sum, $785,000 was awarded, 
by mutual agreement, to the United States. 
The four treaty powers, solemnly asserting 
that “it had never been their wish to ex- 
act money from the Japanese Govern- 
ment,’’ subsequently endeavored to have 
the payment of the indemnity waived, 
and the opening of trading ports substituted 
therefor. As tne central Government was 
then warring with feudal Princes opposed to 
the introduction of foreigners, this was im- 
possible. The Japanese Government bor- 
rowed in London, at 9 per cent., the money 
needed to pay the indemnity, which, being 
paid in installments, was finally completed 
to each Government. In the meantime, 
however, the central Government having 


vanquished the feudal Princes, of whom the 
Prince of NaGato was one, opened the new 
ports and the inland sea, and the concessions 
sought to be substituted for the payment of 
the money indemnity were thus freely made. 

The United States, it will be seen, was the 
most wronged of any of the four powers 
represented in the fight at Shimonoseki. 
An American trading vessel had been fired 
upon. But the damage inflicted by a feudal 
Prince, a subject, had been four-fold paid. 
The Wyoming, sent on an errand of judg- 
ment, had inflicted enormous punishment, 
and had, in turn, been torn and rent to the 
value of $10,169. And the cost of the char- 
tered vessel that carried the American flag, 
in the allied fleet, was $11,340, making a 
total cost of $21,509. For this, as we have 
seen, we received the sum of $785,000, the 
obtaining of which was the direct result of 
the pressure applied by the British Minister, 
not one English vessel or an English interest 
having been even remotely connected with 
the Shimonoseki affair. 

Before the indemnity was all paid, Ameri- 
can statesmen, who saw the injustice of 
compelling this tribute from Japan, began 
to agitate the propriety of our refusing to 
receive any further installments, and a re- 
turn of that already paid. The Japanese 
Government, with great dignity, declined to 
manifest any interest in this debate. The 
money was all paid over, although Japan 
was in sore pecuniary straits, and must bor- 
row at high rates of interest. Several re- 
ports in favor of returning the indemnity 
have been made by Senate and House com- 
mittees. Four Presidents have recommend- 
ed this action. Secretary Szewarp, in 1868, 
said; ‘‘ This Government has received from 
the Japanese Government, without substan- 
tial equivalent, the sum of $600,000 in gold,”’ 
the whole sum being then not fully paid. 
And the Senate has now voted that the 
original payment, less interest, shall be re- 
turned to Japan as ‘‘a gratuity,’’ acknowl- 
edging the justice of this disposition of the 
payment of the principal, but denying the 
interest accumulated. Two Kansas Sena- 
tors, apparently familiar with the meanest 
and basest methods of legislation, have de- 
¢lared that the Executive, Congressional, 
journalistic, and popular demand for a resti- 
tution of this wrongfully exacted indem- 
nity is the result of persistent lobbying by 
the Japanese diplomatic body. Personally, 
neither Messrs. PLuMB nor INGALLS are per- 
sons of weight. As Senators, they are a dis- 
grace to the American Republic. 





A SCOTCH SEA-SERPENT. 

It is probably the damp climate of Scot- 
land which tempts its people to an exces- 
sive use of whisky. It cannot be Calvinism 
alone, for in New-England Calvinism has 
been the sturdiest foe of intemperance, and, 
moreover, the Scotch Highlanders, some 
of whom cling to the Church of Rome, 
are as prone to drunkenness as are their 
entirely Protestant brethren of the Low- 
lands. Perhaps oat-meal has something 
to do withit, for what could be more natural 
than that the S:otchman, who knows that 
he must breakfast on oat-meal, should stim- 
ulate his courage by preliminary whisky ? 
On the other hand, people in and out of 
Scotland swallow their daily oat-meal with- 
out any other help than a hope that they 
are earning heaven through penance. 
Scotch drunkenness must be due to the cli- 


; mate, for the damper a Scotchman may be 


the more readily he turns to whisky, with 
a firm belief that it is the best antidote to 
water, however the latter may be applied. 


The hardy Scotch fishermen are necessa- 
rily very wet, but asarule they drink little 
whisky while in their boats. The fact that 
the crew of a Shetland fishing boat lately 
saw a terrific sea-serpent while twenty-eight 
miles from the coast was wholly exceptional, 
for although Scotchmen of all trades and 
professions have seen every conceivable va- 
riety of snake while on shore, never before 
hasacrew of Scotch fishermen seen any- 
thing at sea to be compared with the sea- 
serpent which startled the Shetland fisher- 
men. 

They were busily engaged in fishing, and 
were meeting with considerable success, their 
tackle being of excellent quality and having 
been surreptitiously distilled. Suddenly one 
of them saw something ashort distance from 
the boat which filled him with horror, al- 
though it instantly ‘‘disappeared in the di- 
rection ot the boat.’’ The other fishermen, 
when their attention was attracted by the ex- 
clamations of their companion, and they saw 
that the terrible apparition had disappeared, 
were likewise filled with horror, and re- 
marked with one accord, ‘‘ Hoot, mon!’’ in 
tones that showed how greatly they were 
frightened. 

It is not known that Shetland Island fish- 
ermen are given to attending funerals and 
other Scotch festivities. Indeed, they are 
described by a Shetland correspondent of an 
English paper as ‘‘sober, industrious men.’’ 
It is to the last degree painful to see men 
who have borne this character yield to the 
temptation to drink to excess, and we must 
console ourselves as far as possible by the 
thought that even the most sober of men 
are occasionally betrayed into unaccustomed 
excess. 

The monster did not-remain long below 
the surface, but, appearing on the other side 
of the boat, swam toward it with mouth 
wide open. It had green whiskers about 
seven feet long hanging from each side of 
its mouth; its eyes were immense and of a 
dark green color, and the top of its head 
was covered with lumps. 

Whether anything will make the Scotch- 
man sober except a prohibitory liquor law 
may well be doubted. But, unfortunately, 
itis by no means probable that even this 
remedy would be successful. People who 
want to drink whisky will always manage 
to get it, and had there been a law absolute- 
ly forbidding the sale and consumption of 
whisky on the Shetland Islands the fisher- 
men who so recently saw thé sea monster 
with green eyes would still have been liable 
to see all sorts of sea monsters. 


The terror of the fishermen was unspeak- 
able when they saw the monster coming at 
them with open mouth and an evident deter- 
mination to eat them. One of them, whose 
name was Angus, instantly fell on his knees 
and began to recite the Westminster Cate- 
chism in aloud voice. The master of the 
boat alone retained his presence of mind. 
There was a gun loaded with small shot 
lying on the bottom of the boat, and the 

. sternly calling out. ‘‘Gie me the 


twa guns, Donald,’’ prepared to fire at the 
monster. Aiming at the mouth, he fired a 
handful of shot down the monster’s throat, 
the effect of which was for the moment to 
astonish it. 

Drunkenness is always deplorable, but it 
is especially deplorable in the case of sea- 
faring men. How can fishermen who spend 
days in the sea in their frail boats hope to 
escape the perils of the deep if they make 
themselves unfit to manage a boat or to take 
ordinary care of their lives? How can they 
fish when they are continually seeing pro- 
cessions of sea-serpents swimming around 
them and relays of brass monkeys keeping 
watch and watch in the stern sheets? It is 
more than doubtful if the particular Shet- 
land fishermen just mentioned caught a sin- 
gle fish on their eventful trip, and it may be 
many days before they will be able to re- 
sume their labors. 


After the master of the boat had fired at 
the monster, he exclaimed, ‘‘ Noo let’s open 
the last bottle, and gang doon thegether.’’ 
But there proved to be no occasion for this 
extreme measure. The monster, being hit 
in the eye by an empty bottle, swam off 
toward Greenland with about one hundred 
and fifty feet of him above water; and the 
fishermen, getting up their sail with tremen- 
dous exertions, sailed back to their native 
town, and told the surprising tale which has 
just been repeated—finishing the last bottle 
on their way home. 

Intoxication is a terrible vice, as was men- 
tioned by some one several years ago, and 
the thoughtful man cannot but feel sad when 
reading the vision of the Shetland fisher- 
men. 


No worthier appeal to the liberality of the 
rich men of Brooklyn has ever been made than 
that of the Brooklyn Library, whose officers are 
now making energetic efforts to complete the sub- 
scription fund of $100,000. They lack still about 
$25,000 of this sum. By the terms of the sub- 
scription $75,000 must be secured by July 1 to 
make the subscriptions binding. There ought to be 
no doubt about this point, but the friends of the 
library and of education in Brooklyn cannot af- 
ford tolet the permanent endowment fund rest 
at $75,000. One of the officers of the library says, 
in regard to its work and prospects: ‘*‘ We have 
tried and mean to make it generally useful 
through good working catalogues, and through 
a more intimate connection with the public 
schools, but we meed vastly more money than 
we have now. We ask $100,000, not because we 
deem it enough, for we ought to have at least 
$200,000, but because we think it imprudent at the 
present time to ask for more.” Five years ago the 
library had 57,000 volumes. Since that time it has 
been able to spend only a paltry $1,500 yearly 
for new books, and that has mostly been obtained 
by borrowing. Its growth has been arrested, and 
nothing but excellent management has prevented 
a serious impairment of its usefulness. It has an an- 
nual expense account of $14,200, against an in- 
come of but $13,900. That its ledger makes this bad 
showing is not creditable to the city of Brooklyn. 
There is hardly a better chosen library, for general 
use, in the country. Thecatalogue compiled by Mr. 
S. B. Noyes, the librarian, is acknowledged to be 
the best of its kind. Its building in Mentague-street 
is large enough for three times as many books as it 
now holds. Its usefulness has been in proportion 
to its excellence and farin exeess of what could 
reasonably be expected from its slender means. 
The work it can do in the future will be meas- 
ured by the liberality of its friends. Permanent 
memberships are givenfor each subscription of 
$500, and life memberships for $100, or subseribers 
may designate the departments of literature on 
which they would like te have their gifts expend- 
ed. But withor without conditions, subscriptions 
enough to complete the fund ought to be forth- 
coming at once.

Mr. Poowr, the librarian of the Chicago 
Public Library, in the annual report which he has 
just presented to the Directors of that institution 
dwells upon two subjects which are not often se- 
riously considered by librarians, although they are 
quite as important to the frequenters of a hbrary 
as the statistical information about books, which 
is never lacking. The Directors of the Chicago Li- 
brary have been discussing the possibility of the 
transmission of contagious diseases by means of 
library books for three years past, and during the 
last year there has been ample opportunity for 
investigating this matter, of which Mr. Pooz has 
availed himself. Correspondence with physicians 
and the custodians of other great libraries had 
already convinced him that the possible spread of 
contagious diseases in such a way had never been 
regarded with apprehension, hut it was not shown 
conclusively that the possibility did not exist all 
the same. Indeed, Mr. Pootz in his report does 
not show that there is no danger of contagion, but 
he says that careful investigation has proved that 
no case of sickness from the prevailing malady 
(small-pox) has been derived from such a source 
during the specified time. However, the chief 
value of the watchfulness of the librarian in this 
regard appears to lie in the fact that care was 
taken to prevent books temporarily held by per- 
sons exposed to contagion from transmitting disease 
to other persons. If such books had been directly 
in contact with a person suffering with the malady, 
they were burned, and otherwise they were eare- 
fully fumigated before they were returned to the 
shelves of the Public Library. Another topic of 
which Mr. Poot treats in his report was suggested 
to him by the cramped condition of the public 
reading-room in the Chicago Library Building, al- 
though in libraries where the space is not so lim- 
ited the same objectionable feature must ex- 
ist in a lesser degree. People who do not 
think it worth their while to wash them- 
selves or to wear clean linen are as frequent 
visitors to reforence libraries as any others, and 
in the Chicago institution they are a veritable 
nuisance. These people make the atmosphere of 
the reading-room simply unbearable on cold days, 
when ths windows are closed, to everybody exeept 
themselves, and the librarian appeals to the Direc- 
tors forsome method of abating the evil. ‘* Per- 
sons of unusually forbidding aspect,’”’ Mr. PooLz 
says, ‘“‘are excluded from the library every day,” 
but, he adds, ‘‘it is difficult to set up a standard as 
to how untidy a man may be before he is excluded 
froma public reading-room.” In his anxiety to 
speedily find some way to discriminate in this mat- 
ter the librarian suggests the employment of a san- 
itary expert for the purpose.

In a race run lately at Paris, the Prix du 
Jockey Club, the result as telegraphed us on this side 
was that of ‘a dead heat.”” Mr. MuyBripeg, so well 
known for his phetographs of animals in motion, 
writes to Nature stating that there never can be 
such athing asa dead heat, at least scientifically 
speaking. Many racing authorities insist that, al- 
though two horses may have been believed to have 
come past the goal nose and nose, still thisas an 
actual fact is of the very rarest occurrence. To 
the judges in their elevated stands, who have to 
look across a wide race-course, the chances of error 
on critical cases must be very great. One often 
hears of a horse winning by a throat-latch, and 
that merely a nostril, an inch inadvance, decides a 
race. It may be inferred from this, with the 
sharpest vision and an absolute familiarity with rac- 
ing, how exceedingly difficult it must be on certain 
occasions to render a just decision. According to 
the probability of chances, not once in a million of 
cases can there be a dead heat. It may seem to our 
sight that such may be the case, but our senses 
are not keen enough to appreciate, in the rapid 
motion of the horse, effects which take place in 
fractional portions of a second. In Rome, dur- 
ing the races at the Corso in former times, when 
horses ran without riders, a painted string 
stretched across the course, which when broken 
by the first horse left the mark on him, decided 
who was the winner. But this method was crude. 
Mr. MuysRIDGE proposes having a thread put 
across the track, invisible to horse and rider. 
This, when ruptured, at once throws into position 
20 photographic cameras, and these instantaneously 
record the exact positions. ‘“‘Why,"’ asks Mr. 
MuysrineE, “should those interested in trials of 
aneed not avail themselves of the resources of sci- 


ence? I venture to predict in the near future 
that no race of any importance will be undertaken 
without the assistance of Photography te deter- 
mine the winner of what might otherwise be a s¢ 
called ‘dead heat.’”

Any one studying contemporary events can 
not fail to be struck with the truth of the oft 
quoted adage as to history repeating itself. Take 
a few incidents in the past hundred years. In 178 
the shaking up of religious beliefs was as actively 
going on as in 1880, and for ten years or so all sorts 
of opinions were freely put forward by persons of 
eminence not only in France, but in staid English 
society, which would, a few years before, hava 
brought those ventilating such views into serioug 
trouble. Thus, Dr. Darwin was stigmatizing 
the Old Testament as “a tissue of fables,” much 
as Mr. IncEeRsotn and others are pronouncing 
similar opinions to-day. France was on the eve of 
revolution, but was living in a much more serious 
plight tham Russia to-day; while Ireland, whose 
motto, so far as material misery goes, seems to be 
Semper eadem, was, if ostensibly better off, in re 
ality in about as unsatisfactory a condition as now, 
and going to break into open rebellion in seven years. 
India in 1770 had a fearful famine, depopulating 
vast tracts, just as she hada few years ago. Itis 
curious to read,in view of the assertions made 
to-day as to the decline ot English power, the 
following in a leading London periodical of 1782: 
**Nations and people are permitted to arrive ata 
certain pitch of greatness, and when at the height 
are doomed to fall into decay. None of the great 
monarchies of ancient times were ever in the pos: 
session of half the territory which Great Britain 
could boast at the beginning of the reign of Gzore 
Ill. By its so suddenly crumbling to pieces, part 
after part, does it not seem that this is a devoted 
empire? * * * The same policy which has 
brought Great Britain to the brink of ruin hag 
served to establish Russia on the most solid foun- 
dation.”” Thus it will be evident to the Jingoes 
of English politics that their desponding grand- 
fathers were just as gloomy as themselves. The 
most painful reflection in the whole matter is that 
war and rumor of war go on as briskly as ever, 
and that armaments multiply in a manner which it 
may be safely asserted was aa little contemplated 
by the men of 1782 as was the reign of dynamite.

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THE DISORDERS IN EGYPT 


ONE HUNDRED PERSONS KILLED 
IN SUNDAY’S R10T. 

THE SITUATION CRITICAL—THE KHEDIVE 
AND DERVISCH PASHA GO TO ALEXAN- 
DRIA — ANOTHER MASSACRE APPRE- 
HENDED—THE KHEDIVE’S ENGAGEMENT 
TO KEEP THE PEACE, 

Catro, June 13.—According to the en- 
gagement between the foreign Consuls, Der- 
visch Pasha, the Khédive, and Arabi Pasha, 
by which the Khédive undertakes to maintain 
order, Arabi Pasha strictly obeying his com- 
mands, Arabi Pasha also undertakes to stop 
seditious meetings and preachings and the hos- 
tility of the native press. Tho arrangement is 
generally regarded as rendering Arabi Pasha 
master of the situation. 

The Khédive, accompanied by Dervisch 
Pasha, started for Alexandria to-day in pur- 
suance of orders from the Sultan. Arabi 
Pasha rode to the depot in the same carriage 
with the Khédive, Owing to the sending of 
reinforcements to Alexandria only 200 cav- 
alry and half a regiment ofartillery are left in 
Cairo. There have been numerous assaults on 
Europeans by Arabs in Cairo. 

Lonpon, June 13.—A correspondent at Alex- 
andria telegraphs that the position is a terri- 
ble one. Any small force that the fleet could 
land would only suffice to excite the Arabs to 
® general massacre, The Governor has visited 
the quarter looted by the rioters, and arrested 
250 Arabs who participated in the disturbance. 
They are lodged in prison. Two young men 


named Catani and Rossi, the former the son 
of a well-known banker, and the latter the 
son of a prominent lawyer of Cairo, have been 
found dead. Europeans are leaving as fast as 
they can. The Consuls have issued a procla- 
mation exhorting Europeans to remain tran- 
quil and expressing confidence that the Army 
will be able to maintain order. One hun- 
dred persons were killed in the riot 
on Sunday. The English man-of-war Superb 
came round to the harbor on Sunday 
at midnight. A report that she was about to 
land mariners to protect the Consulate having 
spread, soldiers directly crowded the beach, 
nnd the boats of the Superb were ordered to 
keep off. The proportion of Arabs killed in 
the riot was insignificant. That the fleet is 
almost a source of danger is shown by the fact 
that when the French stationed a vessel op- 
posite their Consulate to receive refugees, she 
was immediately surrounded by Egyptian 
steam launches, which: remain, and a collision 
may occur at any moment. 

An Italian corvette has arrived at Alexan- 
fria. Several of the bodies of the Europeans 
killed in Sunday’s riot show bayonet wounds. 

In the House of Commons this afternoon Sir 
Charles Dilke, Under Foreign Secretary, in 
reply to questions, stated that the Government 
have informed Sir Edward Malet, British Con- 
sul-General in Egypt, that they think his place 
is with the Khédive at Alexandria, He said 
be supposed that if the Consuls went to 
Alexandria numbers of Europeans would also 
go there. He declared that the present 

narchy in Egypt would not be allowed to 
continue. The yarrison at Alexandria had 
been increased to 12.000 men. On the out- 
break of the riot Admiral Seymour made 
preparations to land a large body of marines, 
and telegraphed to Sir Edward Malet for 
leave todo so.

ERLIN, June 13.—In the Reichstag to-day, 
Herr Richter asserted that Prince Bismarck’s 
Epeech in the Reichstag yesterday, in support 
of the Tobacco Monopoly bill, was nothing 
more than an electioneering harangue, ad- 
dressed to the electors of the Diet. Herr Rich- 
ter deciared that the time hadarrived to say 
to Prince Bismarck, ‘‘Thus far and no far- 
ther.’? The Reichstag, he said, would perform 
a national act in rejecting the Tobacco Mo- 
nopoly bill, which was a foreign institution 
and contrary to the principles of German life. 

KONDON, June 13.—Lord Kimberley, Colo- 
nial Secretary, has intimated that royal as- 
sent will be given to the Canadian Deceased 
Wife’s Sister’s bill. The Prince of Wales, the 
Duke of Edinburgh, the Duke of Albany, and 
nearly all the members of the Government 
voted with the minority in ths House of 
Lords yesterday on the motion ordering the 
Deceased Wite’s Sister’s bill to its second read- 
ing.

STRIKERS GROWING DESPERATE. 


A CLEVELAND MOB ATTACKING WORKMEN 
—CONDITION OF IRON AND OTHER 
TROUBLES, 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 13.—The strikers, 
seeing defeat inevitable and growing alarmed over 
the coming result, are growing desperate, Over 
1,200 men were at work in the rolling mills to-day. 
At6 o’clock a squad of them started toward the 
street cars that were in waiting, some distance 
away, to convey them to their homes in the Four- 
teenth Ward. Astrong squad of Police surround 
ed them. The street on both sides and ahead was 
erowded densely with men, women, and 
children, the majority of them _ strikers 
or those who were in sympathy with the 
movement, The Police in advance were 
compelled to force an opening through the crowd 
which closed in as soon as the men had passed. 


When the procession reached the Connolton Rail- 
Way crossing an attack was commenced by a 
crowd of men who held the embankments to the 
right and left of the street. Bricks, stones, and 
sticks were fired at the Police and working men, 
accompanied by threats, oaths, and yells of de- 
rision. Several of the policemen were struck 
and one or two quite seriously hurt. Capt. 
Hoehn. who had one squad in charge, 
was hit by a brick and quite badly in- 
jured. The Police did not dare make 
a charge on the assailants as that would leave the 
men they were guarding without protection. They 
closed in about these men and rushed them as rap- 
idiy as possible toward the street cars in waiting. 
The mob saw the move and hurried ahead to get 
first possession of the carsand have the working 
men at their mercy. It was a running fight for an 
eighth of a mile, the assailants hurling bricks and 
other missiles at the Police or making bodily at- 
tacks as occasion offered andthe Police making 
free use of theirclubs. The Police reached the 
cars first and managed to get the men 
aboard. They then turned upon the crowd with 
their clubs and did some effective work. Three or 
four ot the ringleaders were arrested, and when 
they were taken to the station the mob followed 
behind and showered their epithets and brickbats. 
The prisoners were lodged in the station and the 
mob was dispersed. No one was seriously hurt, 
although the Police are well battered up. A larger 
force will be on hand to-morrow, and repressive 
measures will doubtless be adopted from the start. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., June 13.—Nothing oc- 
curred to-day to change the labor situation. A meet- 
ing of steel manufacturers was held this afternoon, 
but no action was taken that would have any effect 
onthe present condition of affairs. The general 
sentiment of the meeting was against granting an 
advance, and the opinion prevailed that the 
fron manufacturers would hold out until 
the Amalgamation Association succumbed. The 
striking coal miners held a large meeting at Mc- 
Donald’s to-day, and made arrangements to go 
into camp near that place to-morrow. 


Troy, N. Y., June 13.—To-day there were 
10 persons at work in the Harmony Mills. Agents 
from other manufacturing places are busy with the 
skilled operatives offering them inducements to 
emigrate. The morning train carried 25 weavers 
to Middletown, Conn. No doubt a certain portion 
of those who have sought employment elsewhere 
will return on the starting of the Harmony Mills. 


TERRE Havre, Ind., June 15.—The strike at 
the Wabash Iron Company’s rolling mill in this 
city has ended, and the men went to work this 
morning, the word “* forever” being stricken from 
the contract, and the Pittsburg prices, when estab- 
lished, to govern. 


FRIENDS’ MISSIONARY WORK. 

Ss 

CIVILIZING AND CONVERTING INDIANS UNDER 
THEIR CARE—THE WORK IN SYRIA. 

Newport, R. I., June 13.—Dr. James E, 
Rhoades, of Philadelphia, and Mr. and Mrs, Asa C. 
Tuttle, who have charge of the remnant of Modoc 
Indians in the Indian Territory, addressed a large 
peace-meeting held this evening under the au- 
spices of the New-England Yearly Meeting of 
Friends. At this afternoon’s session, an interest- 
ing report on the Indians was presented. The 
Associated Committee of Friends on Indian Affairs, 
of which Dr. Rhoades is here as a delegate, has under 
its charge 10,000 Indians in IndianTerritory. Six Goy- 
ernment boarding-schools are maintained among 
the Indians, attended the past year by 700 pupils. 
The agencies directly under this Yearly Meeting 
are those among the Cheyenne, Arapahoes, and 
Sac and Fox. These have been flourishing during 
the year, and 143 conversions to Quakerism are 
reported. Among the Shawnees two schools have 
been established the past year. This agency is 
cared for by the New-York Yearly Meeting. The 
Associated Committee hus expended the past year 
$3,000. It reports a vast gain in the moral condition 
of these Indians. Fiourishing Sunday-schools and 
Monthly Meetings are maintained. and the outlook 
is very encouraging. Several native Indian preach- 
ers are expounding the Gospel, among them 
Steam-boat Frank, one of the terrible Modocs 
broughtfrom Oregon. Of the 06 remaining mem- 
bers of this tribe, over one-half have been convert- 
ed from savages of the wildest kind to quiet, 
peaceful Quakers. The committee hopes soon to 
establish among the Indians a training school to 
educate natives as teachers. Despite contrary 
statements, the committee reports that the Indians 
are Increasing in numbers under civilization, one 
tribe having doubled its number since abandoning 
savagery. They are becoming more orderly, tem- 
perate, and civilized, and outbreaks are lessening 
in number. Small-pox, however, is making occa- 
sional fearful ravages. } 

The Foreign Mission at Mt. Lebanon was dis- 
cussed at to-day’s session. The mission, which Is 
maintained jointly by English Friends and this 
Yearly Meeting, is doing good work. Eli Jones, of 
Maine, now 76 years old, announced his intention 
of making atourto Syria, England, Ireland, and 
Continental Europe, in the inverests of the Gospel. 
The sum of $319 was contributed as a fund for his 
disbursement and $617 for home work. For the 
Mt. Lebanoa Mission $2,000 is asked for the coming 
year.

A DINNER T0 MR. ROOSEVELT. 

A dinner was given to Mr. Theodore Roose- 
velt at Delmonico’s last night, by a number of his 
friends, irrespective of their political sentiments, 
who are pleased by the manner in which he dis- 
charged his duties asa member of the Assembly 
which has just closed its session. There wore 31 
gentlemen present. Mr. W. Earl Dodge presided, 
and before calling upon him for a speech, said 
that he and many other electors were grati- 


fied to be able to applaud Mr. Roosevelt 
for the stalwart efforts he had made in defense of 
the rights of the people while performing his duties 
asamember of the Legislature. In respense, Mr. 
Roosevelt said he hoped that the interest which 
his acts had led many persons to take in him 
would result in inducing them to take a more 
earnest interest in politics. He depre- 
cate: the theory that wealthy men _ are 
wanted in the Legislature. He considered 
that fearless and honest men are wanted there 
without respect to their position in society. To- 
ward sending such men there all voters, without 
distinction of elass, should ,unite, and particularly 
the wealthy men should labor hard. It was the 
fault of decent menif primaries were controlled by 
bad ones. They did not work hard eneugh; 
they did not work as good citizens should. 
Pluck, honesty, and private morality must be 
carried into public life. If these qualities were 
predominant in each Legislature the sight would 
not be presented there of at Jeast one-third of all 
the legislators always arrayed in favor of bad or 
dishonest measures. Speeches were made. by 
Mr. George Canfield, Mr. Stafford North- 
cote, Jr., and others. Mr. Canfield _ likened 
Judge Westbrook, whom Mr. Roosevelt endeavored 
to have impeached, to the State of Connecticut. 
He had two seats of government or misgovern- 
ment—one at Kingston and one at the Western 
Union office. The greater capital was at the latter 
place. He thought that Judge Westbrook could 
only say now: “My reputationis gone, my influ- 
ence is gone, tut my office is saved.”’

Portianp, Me., June 13.—The largest 
delegate convention ever held in Maine met 
here to-day. The contest over the nomination 
of Governor was close and animated, but the 
result was heartily acquiesced in by the friends 
of the defeated candidate, No bad blood was 
left behind. Every city and town, and most 
of the remote plantations inthe State, were 
represented, The reports brought in by dele- 
gates were most encouraging, and the feeling 
is that the Republicans will carry Maine by a 
large majority. No factional fight, no feeling 
between Blaine and anti-Blaine, Administra- 
tion and anti-Administration, was manifested. 
The most interesting event of the session was 
when Senator Hale, the presiding officer, was 
interruputed in his speech by a delegate, who 
shouted: ‘“‘How about Arthur?’ Mr, Hale 
instantly replied: 


** My friend inquires, ‘What about Arthur?’ Well, 
let me say this, any man wno saw President Arthur 
during those long weary days when Gen. Garfield 
hovered on that thin margin which lies next to 
both life and death and saw the tender solicitude 
that yet did not break his calm spirit, will appre- 
ciate in some degree the nature that is his. He 
has been all his life an active, earnest Republi- 
can. He has seen the active, earnest, strenuous 
side of politics. He has believed in his beliefs, and 
has always been fighting for these beliefs, and has 
upheld the integrity of the Republican Party when 
some men who now distrust him have not been so 
engaged. He has belonged to that portion of the 
Republican Party which has been in a minority, 
which is now in more of a minority than ever, and 
which I believe it will be healthful for Amer- 
ican politics if it remain in that minority. 

do not believe that President Arthur 
is mow bent on_ breaking down that 
great majority and setting up that minority. If he 
is so bent he is bound to make a more deplorable 
failure than any man who was ever President. 
But I believe that in these long years of his ex- 
perience he ought to have learned, and has 
learned, wisdom. He is now, by virtue of his high 
ottice, without having sought it, the head of the 
Republican Party, and my belief is, as the question 
has been asked me, that President Arthur 
is trying to bring all shades of opinion 
which are essentially Republican into accord, 
so that they may work together for the good of 
the country through the Republican Party. I have 
bo warrant to speak for him, and have sought 
none, but I know that he has a hard task to per- 
form. The tyranny and the arrogance of men 
long used to power are hard to bear. The reck- 
lessness und unreasonableness of men who are 
seeking to gain power is just as hard to bear, and 
between these two the President must keep an even 
balance if he can. He is blamed because here and 
there he appoints a Postmaster or some other official 
from the ranks of those with whom he has been 
acting heretofore, but we must do him the justice 
to remember that he has left undisturbed that 
great office, the filling of which by Garfield in the 
person of Colleetor Robertson brought on hima 
tire hotter than that of converging batteries upon a 
battle-field, that he sympathizes with this 
contest, that the leaders of the Republican Party 
sympathize with the contest we are inaugurating 
to-day, I believe, and indeed know. The word that 
he and they would send would be: ‘Make your 
nominations, get good men upon your ticket, see 
thatinthe details of your organization in your 
towns and counties you do the same, give a day, or 
week, or month each to the country if necessary, 
and elect your ticket, and the cause will go for- 
ward in every State.’’’ |Applause.] 


These words were received with tremendous 
applause, The ticket and platform are both 
regarded as strong and the situation is looked 
upon as very favorable to the Republicans. 
No opposition was made to Reed and Dingley 
and only slight to Boutelle and Milliken. The 
candidate fer Governor, Col, Robie, is very 
popular throughout the State, 

The platform is as follows: 

I. That the right of every qualified voter to east 
his vote and have it honestly counted is a funda- 
mental principle of republican government which 
must be maintained by law impartially enforced, 
and the majority thus aetermined must rule and 
the minority must submit. 

II. Free schools must be maintained and univer- 
sal education secured as a basis of national securi- 
ty and prosperity. 

III. American industries and labor should be 
protected against unjust competition of the proa- 
uct of cheap foreign labor by productive tariff. 

IV. Americau shipping and ship-building should 
be encouraged by modification of our navigation 
laws soasto discriminate in favor of, and not 
against, our shipping interests, and by such other 
assistance as the Government may properly render 
this great national interest. We protest against 
the persistent efforts of the friends of free trade, 
or misnamed “revenue reform,” to grant American 
registry to foreign-built ships as certain to destroy 
our ship-building industry. 

V. The only full legal-tender money anthorized 
by the Constitution to be coined or issued in time 
of peace is gold and silver. The dollar of one 
should be coined so as to possess the same in- 
trinsic value as the dollar of the other, 
and all paper currency should be _ redeem- 
able in the one or the other. We deprecate 
the efforts made to overthrow the present banking 
system of the Nation, securing as it does to the 
people a currency convenient, uniform, elastic in 
volume, of equal value in all the States, and abso- 
lutely safe from loss in the hands of the holder. 

VI. The rapid payment of our war debt, while 
the debts of other nations are increasing, affords 
conclusive proof of the wisdom of our financial 
measures, and calls for a continuance of the same 
policy until every dollar of this debt shall be paid. 

Vil. We are unalterably opposed to the aboli- 
tion or reduction of the internal revenue tax on 
liquors, and demand that all possible reduction of 
taxation shall be made on necessaries and not 
upon luxuries. 

VILL. While we insist upon the strictest economy 
in public expenditures, we favor liberal pensions 
and bounties tothe Union soldiers and sailors of 
the late war, their widows, and orphan children, 
in token of our recognition of the priceless ser- 
vices rendered. 

IX. That we refer with confidence and pride to 
the general record of the Republican Party in sup- 
port of the policy of the _ prohibition 
of the traffic in intoxicating lIlquors, the 
wisdom and efficiency of which legislation 
in promoting the moral and material inter- 
est of Maine have been demonstrated 
through the = annihilation of that 
traffic in a large portion of the State; 
and we favorsuch legislation and such enforce- 
ment of law as will secure to every portion of our 
territory freedom from that traftic. We further 
recommend the submission to the people of the 
constitutional prohibitory amendment. 

X. We emphatically condemn the attempt of 
Gov. Plaisted to supersede and thus punish Asso- 
ciate Justice Libbey for rendering such opinions 
in the counting-out proceedings of 1878-80 
as commended themselves to his judgment 
and conscience, although not in _ accord 
with the policy of the party with which he was 
then and is now connected. We heartily approve 
the course of the Executive Council in refusing to 
allow so able, so eonscientious, and so ac- 
ceptable a Judge to be_ set aside for 
partisan, personal reasons, which snould have no 
place in judicial appointments, and which would 
tend to destroy the independence of the judiciary. 

XI. That the thanks of the people of Maine are 
due to the Republican majority in Congress for their 
firm stand against the tissue-ballot frauds, which 
have heretofore made asolid South; for theirunited 
opposition to polygamy; for their resistance to the 
persistent efforts made to abolish or reduce the 
tax on whisky; for taking measures to distribute 
the balance of the Geneva award to the actual 
losers, and for measures looking to a reduction of 
taxation and a revision of the tariff. 

XIL. In the untimely death of our late beloved 
President, James A. Garfield. we recognize a great 
national calamity, and we rejoice that his Admin- 
istration during its brief existence gave assurance 
of its success. We tender to President Ches- 
ter A. Arthur our assurance of confidence 
in his Administration, and our approval of 
the moderate and patriotie course pursued by him 
amid the embarrassing circumstances inevitably 
attending such a national crisis. We pledge our 
hearty and undivided support for the nominee of 
this convention, the Hon. Frederick Robie.

A LARGE RATIFICATION MEETING IN PITTS- 
BURG—SENATOR STEWART’S VIEWS. 

Pirrspure, Penn., June 18.—The first 
gun in the Independent Republican campaign 
in this State was fired to-night, in the shape of 
a monster ratification meeting at Library Hall. 
Senator Stewart, the nominee for Governor; 
Col L. B. Duff, for Lieutenant-Governor, and 
Col. William McMichael, for Congressman at 
Large, were thecandidates present. Thelarge 
hall was filled with representative men of 
Pittsburg and Allegheny, many of whom have 
been prominently identified with the Republi- 
can Party ever since ics inception in this 
city 26 years ago. The list of Vice- 
Presidents embraced bankers, manufacturers, 
lawyers, and business men of the two cities 
and adjoining counties, The feature of the 
meeting, however, was the selection of the 
Hon. J. K. Moorhead for President. Mr, 
Moorhead was Chairman of the County Repub- 
lican Executive Committee during the Gar- 
field campaign, and has always been 
looked upon as one of the stanchest leaders 
of the pesky in Western Pennsylvania. He is 
the father of the present tariff, and is a strong 


acquisition to the ranks of the Independents, 
by President Moor 
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h Senator Stewart, Col. Duff, and Col. 
McMicheel. The speakers dwelt upon 
the needs of reform within the rty 
and advocated the cutting loose from “ “es 
rule. All were enthusiastically received, and 
the Independents to-night feel jubilant over 
the success which attended the opening of the 
campaign in Western Pennsylvania. 

In an iabervinws with Senator Stewart that 
gentleman expressed himself as fully convinced 
of the success of the Independent Party in this 
State. Relative toa compromise by the two 
tactions of the party, he did not see the least 
hope of it. He was emphatic on this point. In 
te to the question, ‘‘ What do you suppose 
would be the effectif the Stalwarts called in the 
influence of the Administration to assist 
them?’

In New-York the indications now 
are that a similar movement will be soon set 
on foot, as well as in several other 
States. The situation is narrowed down 
to this: Republicans will have to choose 
between devotion to the principles and 
faith of the party and a loyalty simply to 
the machine. One movement represents the 
former and the other only the machine. I 
think when the thing is fully understood by 
the people their devotion to principle 
will overcome their fealty to an 
empty organization, and we propose they 
shall understand it.” Speaking of Gen. 
Beaver, Senator Stewart said he was person- 
ally an honorable, upright, conscientious gen- 
tleman. Politically he had done what many 
politicians had done—bowed before the com- 
mon throne—and was ready to do its bidding 
at the bidding of his master. This was Beav- 
er’s fatal mistake, which Senator Stewart be- 
heved he regretted now.

THE RALLWAY OCUMMISSION. 


ARGUMENTS FOR AND AGAINST THE BILL 
BEFORE THE GOVERNOR. 

ALBANY, June 13.—Gov. Cornell gave a 
hearing lasting about four hours this afternoon 
to the opponents and supporters of the 
Railroad Commission Dill, now awaiting his 
signature. About 150 persons were present. The 
merchants and shippers were represented bya 
committee appointed at their convention, held at 
Syracuse last week. The first speaker was 
Addison C. Miller, of the Utica Cotton 
Mills, who read an elaborate printed argu- 
ment prepared by him as the Chairman of 
the commitee. He argued that the Legislature 
could not delegate its powers or rid itself of the 
responsibility of legislation for the security, con- 
venience, ard accommodation of the public; 
that that feature of the bill which au- 
thorizes the commission to make “any 
change in the rates of fare for transporting 
freights or passengers” is unconstitutional; 
that the constitutional provision against granting 


exclusive privileges is violated in that the ex- 
clusive privilege of naming the Commissioners 
is granted to private mercantile corporations, 

Assemblyman Charles S. Baker, of Monroe, ad- 
vocated the measure, which, he said. was in direct 
line with the best interests of every man, woman, 
and child in the State. The primsry and only ob- 
ject of the measure was to compel the great 
railroad corporations to perform their du- 
ties and to carry out the provisions of 
the charters granted to them by the people. 
and report their conclusions fairly and impartially. 
They were also given power and authority to ad- 
vise with the railroad managers to secure equality, 
ie Eee. and justice. This was ail there was of 
the bill. 

L. E. Chittenden also advocated the bill. Hesaid 
the opposition to it was mainly divided into two 
classes, the first claiming that the bill was uncon- 
stitutional and the second that even if it were 
constitutional it was so far outside the limits 
and provisions of wise legislation that the Gov- 
ernor, in the exercise of the powers conferred 
upon him, should feel it his duty to veto it or to 
yrevent its becoming a law. The purpose of the 

ill was not to interfere with special rate 
contracts, however unjust they might be; it 
was not to interfere with anybedy’s contracts 
with the railroads, and {t was not to increase the 
eost of freight transportation, but to provide an 
independent body in whom the people of 
the State had confidence, who should see 
that the railroads comply with the laws. 
There was not a Railroad Commission act on the 
statute-books of any State which was so inno- 
cent and limited in its grant of power as 
this bill. Mr. F. B. Thurber said that the 
friends of a Railway Commission urged that as 
railways were common carriers, existing only by 
public franchise and for public benefit, they should 
be supervised and controlled in interest of the 
public, and further claimed that this supervision 
would prevent abuses. The i. eg of this 
measure argued that it would be a_ trespass 
upon private business, and that it was 
agitated only by the few who expected 
to derive pecuniary advantage from it. He 
claimed that a decision by Chief-Justice Waite 
was to the effect that when one devoted his prop- 
erty to public use, he, for that time, granted the 
public an interest in that use, and must sub- 
mit to be controlled by the public for the 
common good to the extent of the interest he 
had thus created. Demoeratic and Republican 
platforms had urged this supervision. The Gov- 
ernor himself had approved these views. Mr. 
Thurber concluded as follows: “It has been stated 
that merchants and manufacturers representing 
$50,000,000 join the railroads in opposing 
this measure. Petitions have been presented 
to the Legislature favoring the measure 
representing ten times that amount. If 
it comes to a question of interest, 
the whole public interest is opposed to unjust dis- 
crimination. If it is a question of principle, the de- 
eisions of the highest courts in the land and the 
example of a majority of States in the Union are in 
its favor.’”’ Mr. Simon Stern answered the con- 
stitutional objections to the bill. 

Senator McCarthy declared that the large ma- 
jority of the people of the State»was opposed to 
the bill. and asserted that political manceuvring 
and ambition was at the bottom of it. He de- 
nied the right of any Commissioners, however 
appointed, to investigate his private affairs. The 
Syracuse merchants were selling lower than 
Thurber & Co., and that was what trou- 
bled them, according to common _ rumor. 
Several of the entlemen prominent in ad- 
vocating this bill had high political aspira- 
tions. He wanted no commission; he wanted to 
be left alone. Ex-Congressman Pomeroy also op- 
posed the bill.

INFRINGING ON THE DEMOCRATIC PA-

MR. SCOTT'S STRAIGHT FLUSH. 


A NEWBURG GAME OF DRAW POKER IN 
wHicH $150,000 WAS WAGERED ON 
EACH HAND. 


Newsurg, N. Y.. June 13.—One of the most 
remarkable games of ‘draw poker” which was 
ever played in so unpretending a place as New- 
berg, has just been brought to public notice 
by the institution of legal proceedings for the 
recovery of $85,000 which Francis P. Weed, a 
wealthy citizen of this city, elaims was obtained 
from him by frand. Messrs. William and 
Stephen W. Fullerton, of New-York, are 
Mr. Weed’s counsel, and on Wednesday last 
Judge J. W. Gilbert, in Brooklyn, granted 
an attachment on all real and personal property 
belonging to Dr. Montreville M. Hedges, of New- 
burg, and William M. Scott, who is now in Cali- 
fornia, the two men who are accused of swin- 
diing Mr. Weed by means of stocked eards 
ina poker game. The remarkable game, accord- 
ing to the papers in the case, was played one 
evening last June in Dr. Hedges’s dental 
rooms, corner of Water and Third streets, in 
this city. When the party was seated, Dr.?Hedges 
secured the deal, and delivered five cards to each 
player. The Doctor dealt himself a full hand, 
Scott obtained a “four fiush,” and Weed re- 
ceived three aces. Scott called for one card, 
and secured a “straight fiush.”” Weed took 
two cards, one of which was an ace, making his 
hand fouraces. Dr. Hedges’ hand was what is 
known as “pat,” and he played it without 
drawing. Weed’s first bet on his four aces 
was, it is said, $1,000, which his opponents 
both ‘‘saw’”’ and raised him $1,000 each. The play 
continued with raises of $1,000 until the betting 
in each hand reached $10,000 or $15,000, 
when Weed hesitated and said, ‘Look here, 
boys, how are you going to pay this thing 
if I get it?” Scott and Hedges satisfied him of their 
ability to make good any losses they might sustain, 
and the play continued until the sum of $150,000 was 
pending on each hand, the “pot”? having swelled 
to the immense amount of $450,000. A call 
was then made, and Scott, with his ‘straight 
flush,” raked the table, Weed ard Hedges being 
the losers. Whether Hedges made any apparent 


settlement or not has not yet appeared, but 
Weed, it is said, compromised his debt of 
honor a few days after for $120,000. He paid 
Scott $20,000 in cash, and gave him two notes 
for $50,000 each, with interest, one due in six 
and the other in nine months. Scott was 
going to California, and he placed the notes 
in the hands of F. Bostwick, Casnier of the Stis- 
sing National Bank of Pine Plains, Dutchess 
County, who agreed to collect them for 10 
per cent. of their face. When the first 
note became due, Mr. Weed, it is_ said, 
took it up by the payment of $51,500, the 
$1,500 being for interest, and when the sec- 
ond note matured he paid $35,000 on it 
and gave a renewal for the balance, with 
interest. Of the $85,000 thus paid the Cashier 
who made the collection retained his 10 
er cent.. $8,500, for his services. The story of 
he poker game had up to this time been 
kept a profound secret by all concerned, but after 
the last payment Mr. Hugh Moore, an intimate 
friend of Mr. Weed’s, became, in some un- 
explained manner, cognizant of the facts. 
As a friend and confidant, he at once ad- 
vised Mr. Weed to appeal to the courts and re- 
cover his money, if possible, and his advice was 
followed. The victim of this extraordinary game 
of poker now claims that Hedges and 
Scott conspired to fleece him, and that they 
“stocked” the cards, giving him a hand on 
which he would bet freely, but so arranging it that 
one of them would have the winning hand. He 
claims that the supposed loss of $150,000 by Dr. 
Hedges was alla sham, and that he shared with 
Scott the money extracted from their victim. 

On the strength of Judge Gilbert’s writ of at- 
tachment Dr. Hedges’ house, No. 44 Fourth- 
street, in this City, was attached by Sheriff 
Odell on Thursday last. The Sheriff also 
altempted to attach some jewels and other 
property in the Quassick National Bank belonging 
to the Doetor, and went to the bank yesterday 
morning for that purpose, but Mrs. Hedges was 
there before him, and it is thought succeeded 
in removing most of the securities, supposed 
to amount to about $26,000, and jewels, before the 
hox was attached. Judge Barnard, sitting at 
Poughkeepsie, granted a bench warrant for the 
arrest of Dr. Hedges yesterday, on the sup- 
position that he had gone to Michigan, 
and of Scott, whotis in California, for the 
alleged crime of cheating at cards, The 
Doctor returned to Newburg last night, how- 
ever, and was arrested here. He is now in 
the custody of Sheriff Odell. Scott is at death's 
door with consumption, but a requisition is to 
be asked from Goy. Cornell on the Goy- 
ernor of California to bring him back 
to this State. Mr. Bostwick, of the Stissing 
National Bank, finding that the poker game was 
going into court, paid over the $8,500 whieh 
he had received as commission for collecting 
the two notes to Mr. Weed’s counsei in this 
city last Saturday. Hedge’s house, which has 
been attached, is valued at $2,500,so that Mr. Weed 
has thus far received $11,000 of the $120,000 which 
he agreed to pay as a compromise on his debt. 
Some interesting developments are expected in 
Poughkeepsie to-morrow when Dr. Hedges wiil be 
brought before Judge Barnard.

BLAINE AGAIN A WITNESS 


THE CREDIT INDUSTRIEL NEGO. 
TIATIONS DESCRIBED. 

“MOST OF ROBERT FE. RANDALL’S TESTIMONY 
FLATLY CONTRADICTED—THE PROPOSED 
PROTECTORATE NEVER CONSIDERED— 
WIR. TRESCOT’S INSTRUCTIONS. 


WASHINGTON, June 13,—The examination of 
Br. Blaine was resumed before the House Com- 
mittec on Foreign Affairs this morning. Chairman 
Williams called Mr. Blaine’s attention to passages 
In the printed testimony of Mr. Robert E. Randall, 
relative to the Crédit Industriel. Mr. Blaine, in 
substance, stated that Mr. Raridall, who was an 
atter stranger to him, first approzched him in Feb- 
ruary, 1881; sent his card to witnes’s in the Senate 
Chamber, and began a conversation on the assump- 
tion that he (witness) was to be a member of Presi- 
ent Garfield’s Cabinet. He waived the assump- 
tion, however, and. as far as possible, the 
conversation. Witness had no ‘reason to 
believe that Mz. Randall would intention- 
pily misrepresent him, but no such conversa- 
tions as he (Randall) had testified in regard to 
ver took place. He (witness) did not look upon 
Mr. Randall as the person with whom to discuss 
the affairs of the Crédit Industriel. The Count de 


Montferrand, a gentleman of high standing, was 
their direct representative, and both he and 
Suarez had _ heen very persistent in pressing the 

-objects of the company upon the attention of the 
Btate Department. 

Mr. Blaine then gave the purport of his first in- 
terview with the Count de Montferrand, in which 
the latter distinctiy stated that the Crédit Industriel 
proposed to furnish the money to pay the indem- 
pity which might be demanded of Peru by Chili, 
and to satisfy the bondhoiders of Peru, provided 
the United States would accord a protectorate, 
which should guarantee to the company the undis- 
turbed right to ship from Peru the products 
of the guano and _ nitrate beds for a 
term of years. “This,” said Mr. Blaine, 
**was the plan of the Crédit Industriel. 
I don't think it has ever been fully understood 
by the people of the United States, or by the news- 
pavers, which have been continually complaining 
that 1 thwarted the plans of the company. I don’t 
see how any intelligent American citizen could ad- 
vocate the adoption of such a poliey by this Gov- 
ernment. I told the Count de Montferrand that the 
action which he desired this Government to take 
was wholly inadmissible. I assured him that this 
Government did not desire to obstruct his company 
if they could succeed in affording relief to Peru; 
that the United States would be glad to see it ac- 
complished.” Mr. Blaine then read a letter ad- 
dressed to Mr. Evarts and signed by Count de 
Montferrand and Suarez, in which the plans of the 
company were olainly stated, namely, to 
pay an indemnity of £550,000 per annum 
for a term of years, and also the bond- 
holders of Peru—whose’' claims amounted 
to £45,000.000. These bonds, said Mr. Blaine, were 
held by citizens of Holland, Belgium, France, and 
England. This idea of a protectorate was always 
advanced in connection with the purposes of the 
Crédit Industriel Company. _Tne United States 
‘was asked to reach out in the dark and guarantee 
protection to a company in furthering the interests 
of citizens of four European Governments, when it 
pould exercise no control whatever over the opera- 
tions of this company. : 

The Chairman—Then I understand you as desir- 
ing to be specific in the statement that while you 
were Secretary of State you never eneouraged, ac- 
cepted, orin any way countenanced the proposi- 
tion of the Count of Montferrand or Mr. Randall 
in reference to the Crédit Industriel? A.—Certain- 
ly; and my dispatches show it all through. 

Q.—Was the matter taken into consideration in 
any way in framing your instructions to Gen. 
Hurlbut? A.—Not in the slightest degree. 

Q.—Was it taken into account in the framing of 
your instructions to Mr. Trescot? A.—Never, 
never in the least. Having seen Mr. Randall's tes- 
timony, I yesterday addressed a note to Mr. Tres- 
cot, which, with his reply to it, I will read to the 
committee. Mr. Blaine read as follows:

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 12, 1882. 
The Hon. William Henry Trescot, &c., &c., &c.: 

DEAR Sim: Inthe testimony of Mr. Robert E. Ran- 
dali before the House Committee of Foreign Affairs I 
flad the following: 

*Q.—When was yourlast interview with Mr. Blaine ? 
A.~—i should think somewhere about the 10th of De- 
cember. 

**Q.—Did you understand then that the department 
was considering your plan favorably ? A.—I never un- 
derstood anything otherwise at any time. 

*Q@.—Did you understand then that Mr. Trescot 
7 carry out the plans of yourcompany? A.—Yes, 

ir.” 

Will you oblige me by stating whether you found in 
my instructions any reference to the Crédit Industriel 
of France? You wili oblige me further by stating 
whether in any conversation I everintimated to you 
that you were expected to take any action whatever 
souching the Crédit Industriel during your mission in 
South America; I venture still further to ask 
whether you understood my closing instruction 
to you of Dec. 16 as requiring that you should insist 
on the settlement of the Landreau claim as acondl- 
tion of peace between Peru and Chili. You will please 
observe that I limit my inquiries to those dispatches 
which have been made public by official authority. I 
have noright togo beyond and Itrust you will find 
no official or personal impropriety in answering ques- 
tions within those limits. Very sincerely,

WASHINGTON, June 12, 1882, 
The Hon James. G. Blaine: 

DeaR Sir: I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter, in which, after asking certain questions to 
which I shail more fully refer, = say, in conclusion: 
** You wili please observe that! limit my inquiries to 
those dispatches which have been made public by offi- 
tial authority. I have no right to go beyond, and I 
trust you will find no official or personal impropriety 
jn answering questions within those limits.’”’ While I 
have noright, in my opinion,to answer any questions in 
reference to my recent mission, except to those whom 
{ officially represent, I certainly recognize the obliga- 
iion to state fully to you, from whom, as Secretary of 
State, I received my first instructions, any facts or im- 
pressions connected with those instructions, or the 
verbal communications which accompanied them. 
You ask, first, whether I found any reference in my 
instructions to the Crédit Industriel of France? In 
your instructions to me of Dec. 1, 1881, I found the 
following paragraph: ‘If negotiation be assured the 
gbillty of Peru to furnish the indemnity will be a 
matter of direct interest. Upon this subject we have 
20 information upon which definite instructions can 
now be based. While you wiil carefully abstain from 
any interposition in this connection, you will examine 
and report to this department promptly any plans 
which may be suggested.” 

You never gave to me verbally any other instruction 
than is contained in the foregoing paragraph. Under 
this construction, taken in connection with the in- 
structions to Gen. Huriput of Nov. 19, I would have 
felt at liberty tourge upon the Government of Chili 
the acceptance of any reasonable arrangement of any 
financial agency including the Crédit Industriel 
which promised to furnish the indemnity, provided 
such plan involved no responsibility or guarantee or 

rotectorate on the part of the United States. If it 
nvolved such results I had no discretion, and would 
have been confined to a prompt reference of any 
plan proposed to the department for consideration 
and decision. The negotiation never reached the 
point where any plan for the payment ofa war in- 
demnity by Peru could be suggested or discussed. 
Indeed, the proposal in advanceof any plan which 
seemed to secure the payment of such indemnity 
would have been a serious obstacle to the negotiation, 
es Chili did not want the indemnity, but did want 
the territory. 

Asto the Landreau claim, your instruction never 
gputborized me to do more than use he good offices of 
the United States to obtain before a proper tribunala 
fair hearing, for such rightsas Landrean “might be 
found to possess.” I was specially instructed 
in your @ispatch of Dec. 16, to. disabuse 
the mind of the Chilian Government of the impression 
that any other intervention was intended by the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. As matter of fact, the 
Landreau claim was never in any way presented by 
me to the Governments of either Peru or Chili; nor, 
ns [ understand, was itever named by Gen. Hurlbut. 
Your instructions gave ample discretion, and the 
time never came ‘when. in my opinion, its presenta- 
tion would have been judicious or useful. Very re-

‘Blaine was asked if he desired to make any 
further statement, and he replied that he had de- 
gired to say in reference to his former testimony 
before the committee that in his allusion to Eng- 
lish influence he did not mean the English Cabinet, 
but English influence in the sense of British inter- 
ests.

THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 
PROVIDING FOR THE NEWBURG CELEBRA- 
TION—POLITICAL ASSESSMENTS. 

WASHINGTON, June 13.—In the House to-day, 
on motion of Mr. Beach, of New-York, a joint res- 
olution was passed authorizing the Secretary of 
War to erect, ata cost of $10,000, a memorial col- 
umn at Washington’s Head-quarters in the city of 
Newburg, N. Y.; appropriating $15,000 to aid in 
defraying the expenses of the celebration to be 
held in that city in 1883 on the centennial anniver- 


sary of the declaration of peace, and providing for 
the appointment of a select committee of five Sen- 
ators and elght Representatives to make arrange- 
ments for that celebration. 

The House went into Committee of the Whole on 
the Legislative. Executive, and Judicial Appro- 
priation bill. Mr. Cox, in speaking to a formal 
amendment, directed his remarks to a discussion 
of the question of political assessments. There 
was a law on the statute books prohibiting such 
assessments upon employes in navy-yards, and 
yet gentlemen on the other side had sent 
out circulars signed by Jay <A. Hubbell, 
Chairman of the Republican Congressional 
Committee, levving assessments on the working 
men of the Brooklyn Navy-yard. Twenty-one dol- 
lars had been levied on a caulker. It was meaner 
than black-mail. It was worse than blood-money. 
It was taking bread from the working man. Mr. 
Kasson said he would be glad to co-operate with 
Mr. Cox in any effort to stop oppression, if there 
were any, upon the subordinate employes of the 
Government. He desired that a law should be 
carefully prepared which would, if necessary, im- 
peach any officer who should in any way punish a 
subordinate for declining to contribute, but he 
would not impair the personal right of aman to 
give his money for a political purpose, provided he 
did so freely. Mr. Cox inquired whether Mr. Kas- 
son approved of the Republican circular. Mr. 
Kasson replied that he did not as addressed to 
subordinates who were barely earning a living. 

Pending along discussion upon the last section 
of the bill direeting the Secretary of War to trans- 
fer all the pension claim records in the Surgeon- 
General's Office to the office of the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, the committee rose and the House adjourned.

A special train, composed of two coaches 
and a postal car, left the depot of the Erie Rail- 
road, at Jersey City, yesterday at 6:15 P. M., bear- 
ing about 100 railroad and Post Office officials, in- 
vited by the Pintsch Lighting Company, to witness 
a trial of their lights. The inventor of the system 


is Mr. Julius Pintsch, of Berlin, Germany, who has 
placed it upon 9,000 cars and 250 locomotives in 
various parts of Europe. Its aim is to supply rail- 
Ways with gas-light supplied from reservoirs 
placed under each car and stored with hydro- 
carbon vapor under strong compression. This 
arrangement, as at present perfected, consists 
of a tubular receiver placed under each car, with 
a capacity of 344 eet of gas, under compression of 
84 atmospheres, or 127 pounds to the square inch. 
From this tubes 14 of aninch in diameter run to 
the various burners. A regulator, consisting of an 
ingeniously weighted valve, prevents the gas from 
flowing too rapid!y, and secures an even escape- 
ment, despite the varying pressure. The burners 
are of the fish-tail pattern, composed of steatite, 
and of about 1 foot capacity per hour. Of these, 
in the mail car, there were 13, each of 17- 
candle power (Bunsen’s photometer.) and in the 
other cars4 groups of 5 burners each, of about 
the same power. The gas is manufactured by 
the decomposition of shale-oil refuse and 
fats generally, and consists mainly of oliplant gas 
and other heavy hydro-carbons. This 1s stored 
under a pressure of 10 atmospheres in reservoirs 
pear the track, whence, through stout rubber tubes, 
the cur receivers may be charged in from one to 
three minutes. The cost of this system may be 
seen from tne following figures from the report of 
an English railway: Cost of plant, £12,000; cost of 
gas and repairs, per annum, £38,955; interest, 
£602, Cost of old gas system plant, £15,000; cost 
of gas and repairs, old system, £5,985; saving on 
Pintsch’s system, £2,000.

The 
lamps were lighted 15 minutes before starting, with 
a pressure inthe reservoirs, as indicated by the 
gauge, of 84atmospheres. Among otherson board

Secretary New-Orleans and North-western Rail- 
road, and H. G. Shirley, of Providence. All ex- 
pressed themselves highly delighted at the bright- 
ness and steadiness of the light. Mr. Miller said it 
was the only light he had ever seen that would 
meet the exigencies of the railway mail service. 
Mr. Jackson spoke guardedly, saying that the 
light during six weeks’ test bad undoubt- 
edly distanced all others, and if it would 
stand the test of time it would be a great success. 
At Turner's the train stopped one hour, during 
which time an elaborate supper, with appropriate 
liquid trimmings, was served up.

AN ERROR IN THE TARIFF LAW. 


KNIT GOODS MANUFACTURERS APPEALING TO 
CONGRESS FOR PROTECTION. 

A large meeting of knit goods manufac- 
turers was held in the office of James Talcott, Nos. 
108 and 110 Franklin-street, yesterday afternoon, 
to urge upon Congress the necessity of correcting 
what is claimed to be an error made in the revision 
of the tariff laws in 1878, which has resulted in 
giving to the manufacturers of knit goods prac- 
tically no protection whatever against foreign 
competition. Among the prominent manufac- 
turers who attended were Switz Coude, of Oswego, 


N. Y.; W. B. Medlicott, of Springfield, Mass.; C. 
M. Carpender, of New-Brunswick, N. J.: William 
Peters, of the Peters Manufacturing Company, 
Newark; Thomas Dolan, Charles Spencer, J. E. 
Jones, J. E. Hanifen, and J. B. Allen, of Philadel- 
pe; James Aiken, of Philmont, N, Y.; H. P. 

line, John Stewart. Oscar F, Nelson, Mrs, Gar- 
diner, and Mr. McFarlan, of Amsterdam, N. Y.; 
Thomas Hall, of New-Britain, Conn.; Henry T. 
Spooner,of Boston, A. F. Libby,of H. J. Libby & Co., 
this City; Edward K. Chaffee, of Kibbe, Chaffes, 
Shreve & Co., this City, and R. Walworth, of Little 
Falis, N. Y. The meeting was presided over by 
James Talcott, President of the National Knit 
Goods Association, who, in a brief address, said 
that all that the manufacturers asked of Congress 
was simple justice. They did not require any tariff 
legislation: they only wanted what was evidently 
a clerical error in the revision of the tariff laws 
adopted in 1873 corrected. Mr. Talcott advised the 
gentlemen present to avoid any abstract discus- 
sion on the subject of the tariff, and confine their 
remarks to the practical subject of devising some 
means to induce Congress to correct the error, and 
restore the law under which manufacturers had 
been content to act for 15 years before the error 
was discovered, and by means of it a grievous 
burden was laid on the knit goodsindustry. He 
advised the gentlemen to labor personally with the 
Congressmen representing them, and felt confident 
that when Congress understood the facts it wenld 
not hesitate to do justice to the great industry 
which the meeting represented. 

Henry T. Spooner, of Boston, was elected Secre- 
tary, andthen Mr. §S. W. Kellogg, of Waterbury, 
Conn., the counsel of the Knit Goods Association 
in the recent suit before the United States Supreme 
Court, made a short address, explaining the nature 
of the error made in the revision of the tariff, 
which has caused allthe trouble. Schedule L, in 
the Tariff law as it now stands, imposes a duty of 
50 centsa pound and 85 per cent. ad valorem on 
manufactured knit goods. The revisers, however, 
added Scedule M, which was taken from the old 
law of 1861 and had been repealed in 1864, and in 
this schedule the duty on manufactured articles of 
clothing, ** except silk and linen,”’ {s fixed at 35 per 
cent. ad valorem. In the original law of 1861 the ex- 
ceptions were ** wool, silk, and linen,” but the word 
**wool’’ was omitted by an error in the revision, 
so that the law now makes the duty on woolen 
goods but 35 percent. ad valorem, and this schedule 
M, the Supreme Court holds, practically repeals 
schedule L, which imposes an additional 50 cents a 
pound on such goods. The duty on raw wool is 
from 41 to 55 per cent., while this law makes the 
duty on manufactured wool but 35 per cent. This 
is practically 20 per cent. less than no protection at 
all, and Congress certainly never intended to pass 
suchalaw. Mr. Kellogg was followed by Charies 
Spencer, of Philadelphia; Mr. Chaffee, of Kibbe, 
Chaffee, Shreve & Co., this City; Gen. Clark, of 
Amsterdam; Mr. Walworth, of Little Falls; Mr. 
Libby, of this City; Mr. Spooner, of Boston, and 
Mr. Carpender, of ,New-Brunswick, Mr. Spooner 
said that the mill-owners of New-Hampshire had 
come to the conclusion that unless the error was 
rectified and the old rate of duties imposed again 
they would have to shut down their works. On 
motion of Mr. Carpender a committee, consisting 
of himself, Switz Coude, and Charles Spencer, was 
appointed to draft a resolution expressing the sen- 
timents of the meeting for presentation to Congress, 
They submitted the following, which was unani- 
mously adopted: 

Whereas, By an errorin the revision of the statute 
laws of the United States, and by a recent decision of 
the Supreme Court, the duties now collectable on 
woolen and worsted knit goods are much lower than 
the duties upon raw wools: and whereas the effect of 
such decision is now unsettling the market and threat- 
oie most serious injury to the knit goods indus- 
wz of the country; therefore, 

Resolved, That Congress be urgently requested to 
take immediate action for the correction of the error 
in the revision of the tariff by restoring the law as it 
existed at the time of the revision. 


After authorizing the Executive Committee of 
the National Association to add to its number and 
go to Washington to urge upon Congress the neces- 
sity of making the correction, the meeting ad-

WILLIAM J. SIPPLE ON TRIAL, 


THE INGENIOUS ATTEMPT TO ROB THE ERIE 
RAILWAY OF $43,600. 

The trial of William J. Sipple for one of the 
most novel and ingenious, as it was one of the 
most daring, schemes of robbery that ever entered 
the head of a youth, was begun in the Hudson 
County Court of Sessions, before Judge Garretson, 
in Jersey Citv, yesterday afternoon. Sipple had 
been, for along period at one time, in the service 
of the Erie Railway Company as a telegraph opera- 
tor. During the course of his service he noticed 


how entirely the road was at the mercy of the men 
at the wires. The movements of all the trains 
were directed by dispatches sent from point to 
point from the central office. He learned, too, one 
other fact that was of importance to him in con- 
ceiving and attempting to execute his scheme of 
robbery. It was customary for the Paymaster to 
remove the money he needed to pay the men to 
the oftice in Jersey City on the night before he 
started on his journey, so that it might be taken to 
his car early in the morning. 

It was to secure the money thus left in the office 
in Jersey City on the evening of Oct. 24 last that 
Sipple set on foot the scheme of robbery for which 
he is now being tried. He had in the meanwhile 
been discharged from the company’s service. On 
the evening in question the Paymaster had taken 
$48,600, or thereabout, to the Jersey City office. 
About 9 o'clock a dispatch flew from station to 
station along the road directing all the operators to 
“ground their wires.’ The order to this effect 
bore the authorized signature or initials, and the 
men at the wires all along the line, assuming that it 
had come from the central office in Jersey City, 
obeyed the order as it was given. It was Sippie 
beginning to carry out the scheme by which 
he hoped to capture the $43,600 in the 
Treasurer's office. His dispatch had been 
sent from the signal telegraph _ station 
at the mouth of the Erie tunnel. Sipple at the 
wire became the virtual master of the road, and 
every train on it and every man in its serviee was 
at his mercy. He sent a dispatch, ostensibly frem 
Gen. Bird W, Spencer, the Treasurer of the road, 
to the central office directing that the money with 
which the Paymaster was to start out the next 
morning be put in bags. Afterward Mr. Spencer 
was represented by the wire as informing the 
central office offieials of a descent of robbers about 
to be made upon the Treasurer's office. It was a 
horde of New-York thieves of desperate character, 
who were to swoop down upon the place and by 
main force to carry away the wealth that lay 
there. Another dispatch declared that Inspector 
Byrnes, of the New-York Police, would call 
at the office. Treasurer Spencer's initials were at 
the bottom of a dispatch directing that the 
money he delivered to the Superintendent, and the 
Superintendent’s check be taken asa voucher of 
its delivery. This series of alarming dispatches 
mystified and puzzled the officials at the office. Mr. 
Hill, the Superintendent, who received them, as- 
sumed the responsibility of defying the Treasurer’s 
orders, and telegraphed positively bask that he 
would under no eircumstances give up the money. 
If Mr. Hill had indicated a disposition to give up 
the money, eo intended to go himself to 
the office, in disguise, represent himself as In- 
spector Byrnes and escape with his plunder. Mr. 
Hill’s positive refusal, however, to part with the 

roperty convinced the youth that his scheme had 

ailed of accomplishment, and he quickly left the 
little signal station at which he had been operating. 
At the trial yesterday District Attorney McGill was 
assisted by ex-Gov. Bedle in the prosecution, and 
<s-cacee Hoffman appeared for the defendant, 
Severel witnesses were sworn in corroboration of 
the story recited above.. The trial will probably 
last all the week. , 
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SENT TO PRISON FOR LIFF. 
Utica, N. Y., June 13.—Jack Walsh, who 
kicked his wife to death in Washington Hall, at 
Little Falls,on Feb. 5, was to-day sentenced in 


Herkimer, by Judge Vann, to imprisonment at 
Auburn for life, the verdict having been murder in 
the second degree. Counselor Morgan’s motion to 
set aside the verdict on an exception to the trial 
by Juror ia was denied. The defense will ap-

IMPORTANT INSURANCE DECISION. 
Between the years 1850 and 1858 George Da- 
vis insured his life several times in the New-York 
Life Insurance Company. The amount of the 
policies was $9,000, which sum, it was provided, 
should go to Mrs. Mary Davis, George Davis’s wife, 
or, in the event of her death, to her children. Mrs. 


Davis died in 1868. Six years later George Davis 
gave up the policies to the insurance company in 
consideration of a certain sum of money. He gave 
areceipt for this money as the guardian of his 
children, all but one of whom had reached major- 
ity before the surrender took place. After his 
death, in 1879, his children learned of the former 
existence of the policies upon his life, and of the 
manner in which they were disposed of. They then 
demanded the payment of the insurances, offering 
in advance to pay the premiums that accrued after 
the policies were surrendered. As the insurance 
company refused to pay, asuit was begun on the 
ground that the surrender of the policies was void. 
Judge Van Vorst decidea, in the Sapreme Court, 
Special Term, yesterday, that, the interest in the 
policies having been in his children, George Davis 
had no right to surrender them without their con- 
sent, and that, the transaction between, him and 
the insurance company was therefore void.
